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NAVY COLLEGE PROGRAM 


HE Navy’s college training program 
will open opportunities for commis- 
sions not only to high school seniors and 
graduates and college students, but to 
many enlisted men in the sea services, it 
has been revealed by Chairman Walsh, 
of the Senate Naval Affairs Committee. 
The plan of the Navy Department calls 
for training of students as apprentice 
seamen on active duty. The students will 
be in uniform and will be under military 
discipline. The colleges that will par- 
ticipate in the program are to be selected 
by a joint committee of representatives 
of the Army, the Navy and the War Man 
power Commission. 

Enlisted men in the Regular Navy or 
in the Naval Reserve between 17 and 23 
years of age will be eligible for the train- 
ing. They must have had a minimum edu- 
eation of graduation from high school 
and a maximum of not more than 3 years 
of college. The screening test for them 
includes a recommendation by their com- 
manding officers, a classification test of 
85, a willingness to accept a reduction 
in rating to apprentice seamen, and must 
be unmarried and agree to remain un- 
married until commissioned. unless soon- 
er released by the Navy Department. 

Successful candidates will be permitted 
to select the college on the Navy list they 
prefer to attend and the preference will 
be respected as far as conditions make 
possible. They may make a preliminary 
choice of the branch of the service they 
wish to enter, but the final decision on 
this will depend on demonstrated ability 
and the needs of the service. Students 
are to be counselled along this line. Be- 
yond this they will be allowed to express 
a preliminary choice of the course of 
study they wish to pursue, viz., medicine, 
engineering, and other specialist lines. 
Assignment to and continuance in the 
course selected will depend on quotas that 
have to be filled and on demonstrated 
competence in the field chosen. 

Students and enlisted men of the Navy 
and Naval Reserve interested in volun- 
teering for the training should address 
correspondence to the Joint Committee 
for the Selection of Non-lederal Edu- 
eational Institutions, room 38732, Navy 
Department, Arlington Annex, Washing- 
ton, D. C. 

The new program, known as V i2, will 
gradually supersede the V-1 and V-7 pro- 
grams. Enrollment of college students in 
the V-1 program will not be accepted 
after 15 March 1943, and enrollment may 
be terminated earlier if quotas are filled. 
The present V-7 students who have more 
than one term to complete for a degree 
will be placed on active duty and ordered 
to the various colleges on the same date 
as the V-12 students. V-7 students who 
have one term or less to complete for a 
degree may remain on inactive duty in 
the college they have been attending. 

The V-12 program is to be put in effect 
about 1 July and contemplates the con- 
tinuance of the Naval Reserve Officers’ 
Training Corps in substantially the pres- 
ent manner. 

The quotas assigned to the enlisted per- 
sonnel of the Navy will total 10,000. Per- 
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Increase in Personnel 
In $4-Billion Navy Bill 


A supplemental appropriation bill for 
the Navy Department providing over $4, 
200,000,000 in cash and contract authority 
was reported to the House this week by 
its Appropriations Committee. 

The committee cut $187,793,417 from 
the $4-billion appropriation asked by the 
Budget, and eliminated $9,009,600 from 
the $460,000,000 in contractural authority 
that had been asked. 

In its report to the House, the com 
mittee pointed out that the bill provides 
for naval personnel expansion “from a 
peak number heretofore provided for of 
131,442 officers and 1,000,000 enlisted per- 
sons, to a peak of 158,768 and 1,450,000, 
respectively.” The revised total of 
WAVES, included in the figures above, 
is 3,250 officers and 17.500 enlisted. 

Funds are also provided for a faster 
expansion of the Coast Guard to present 
limitation of 9,000 officers and 150,000 
enlisted. 

Also provided are funds to augment 
training programs, for fleet maintenance 
and operation, for armament for aircraft, 
for liquidation of prior contract authority 
for shore installations, and for ordnance 
on vessels, 

The contract authority provides funds 
for the $210,000,000 floating drydock au- 
thorization which became law last week 
and for the shore-expansion bill (TLR. 
1692) passed by the House 23 Feb. and 
now before the Senate. 

The committee inserted language to 
prohibit use of Navy funds hereafter for 
studies by efficiency experts, increased 
the maximum number of enlisted men 
which may be detailed at Coast Guard 
headquarters from 150 to 350, and re 
moved limitations upon the number of 
selectees which may be inducted in the 
Navy and Marine Corps, these limitations 
now being 200,000 for the Navy and 20, 
OOO for the Marines.

Testimony on the Bill 

During testimony in support of various 
items in the bill, Secretary of the Navy 
Knox revealed that the country was build- 
ing “not a two-ocean navy, but a navy 
big enough to dominate seas all over the 
world.” The operating force plan calls 
for 2,022,398 at sea or in aircraft or in 
advance bases, or in training for these 
assignments, out of a 2,500,000 man ob 
jective. This figure includes an allowance 
of “about 10 per cent of the total figure” 
for replacement of men killed or wounded. 

“We have just begun to fight,” stated 
Secretary Knox, while Rear Adm. Ran- 
dall Jacobs, Chief of Naval Personnel,

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NBC to Broadcast USMA 
Program 


A half hour radio broadcast, featuring 
greetings from U. S. Army generals in 
battle zones all over the world, is sched- 
uled for 18 March in commemoration of 
the 141st anniversary of the founding 
of the United States Military Academy. 


To be heard over NBC from 7 to 7:30 
p.m., and short-waved to every country 
in the world, the program, it is planned, 
will include short addresses from Gen- 
eral MacArthur from the Southwest Pa- 
cific, General Eisenhower, Major Gen- 
erals Patton and Brereton, from Africa, 
Lt. General Stilwell from China, Lt. Gen- 
eral Emmons from Hawaii, Maj. General 
Buckner from Alaska, and Maj. General 
Bonesteel from Iceland. 

Also scheduled to speak are the Chief 
of Staff of the Army; Maj. Gen. Francis 
lk. Wilby, superintendent of the Acad- 
emy: and Maj. Gen. Robert M. Danford, 
president of the West Point Association 
of Graduates. Col. Clayton E. Wheat, 
professor of English at West Point and 
former Academy Chaplain, will read his 
famous “Cadet Prayer” to round out the 
program, 


Separate Air Force 


The question of a separate Air Force 
will not be reopened hy the Senate Mili 
tary Affairs Committee at this session of 
Congress, Committee Chairman Reynolds, 
of N. C., has told the ArMy AND Navy 
JourNAL. Last year, with several bills to 
create a separate air force before it, the 
committee met in executive session and 
published a formal statement that, irre 
spective of the merits of such a proposal, 
the change should not be made during the 
war. Senator Reynolds this week stated 
that the committee intends to adhere to 
that policy. 

On 2 March, the House of Representa 
tives by a 257 to 142 vote which broke 
through party lines rejected a proposed 
change in its rules which would have 
created a separate aviation committee. 
Supporters of the new committee sought 
to divorce control of civilian aviation 
from the Committee on Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce. It was argued that 
civilian aviation should be taken out of 
its auxiliary status and given a chance 
to develop as it has not had a chance to 
develop in the past and that this can be 
done only by means of an independent 
committee. By giving it this chance it 
would be of greater value in an emer 
gency than it can be in the present one, 
and will enable it to aid the nation in 
taking its trade place among the nations 
after the war, it was held. 

Those against the new committee idea 
believe the Interstate and Foreign Com 
merce Committee is adequately providing 
for the development of civilian aviation. 
They point to the absence of demand for 
it from aviation circles, and emphasize 
the coordination that has heen effected 
among common carriers by this com- 
mittee, but that once the unity of this 
committee’s work has been broken other 
transportation agencies would expect the 
creation of independent committees to 
handle each agency. 





Navy May Not Get New 
Rank; Army Declines It 


The Chief of Staff of the Army has de- 
clined to endorse a proposal that he be 
given the rank of Field Marshal for him- 
self, it was learned at the Capitol this 
week, while from other quarters came in- 
dications that the Navy may not get its 
proposed rank of Admiral of the Fleet, 

Creation of both ranks has the approval 
of the President, it is understood. 

In a letter to Chairman Walsh of the 
Senate Naval Affairs Committee, Secre- 
tary of the Navy Knox asked for the rank 
of admiral of the fleet and stated; 

“At a recent conference with the Presi- 
dent it was decided wise to give Admiral 
King (Chief of Naval Operations) an in- 
crease in rank,” 

Senator Walsh declined to disclose the 
entire letter, but there is general belief 
that it also asked the rank of Field Mar- 
shal for the Chief of Staff of the Army. 

“The two ranks go _ together,” one 
Capitol official stated. 

Senator Reynolds, of N. C., chairman of 
the Committee on Military Affairs, told 
the ARMY AND NAvy JourNAL this week 
that he was prepared last week to intro- 
duce a bill to create the grade of Field 
Marshal, but that he had been told that 
General Marshall did not want such a 
rank. 

“I will therefore not introduce that bill 
ut this time,” he said. 

General Marshall stated that he did not 
think the new rank was necessary. Meun- 
while, it was indicated that there might 
be strong opposition at the Capitol to the 
bill to create the tithe of admiral of the 
fleet. 

In his letter asking the rank, Secretary 
Knox explained that Admiral King is 
constantly in contact with British and 
other officers who are his superiors in 
rank, though his duties and responsibili- 
ties are even greater than those of the 
other allied leaders, 

It is almost a paradox that, while the 
Navy is urging the Admiral of the Fleet 
bill, the British have no oflicer above rank 
of Admiral in Washington, but do have a 
Field Marshal here, despite which fact 
the Army is not eager to have that rank 
for its own heads, 

Admiral of the Fleet bills have been in- 
troduced in both the House and the Sen- 
ate. Each establishes the grade as the 
highest in the Navy, and provides that ap 
pointments as Admirals of the Fleet shall 
be made by the President with the advice 
and consent of the Senate. 

Appointees shall receive pay and al- 
lowances of a rear admiral (upper half) 
plus an allowance of $5,000 a year, 

The Chief of Naval Operations would 
hold the rank by virtue of his office, but 
other officers could also be advanced to 
the new grade. Opinion in the Navy De- 
partment was that, if the grade is author- 
ized. Admiral William D. Leahy, Chief 
of Staff to the Commander in Chief of 
the Army and Navy, also would become an 
Admiral of the Fleet. 

If the grade of Field Marshal also were 
to be created, it is believed that the same 
pay and other conditions would apply as 
are provided in the Admiral of the Fleet 
bills, 

Whether the Field Marshal would rank

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Speeches of Mme. Chiang Spur Press Demand for More Aid to China 


N the heels of Mme. Chiang’s addresses before Congress last week, the American 

press expressed itself in unison as being not only for continued ond increased 
aid to China, but also raised the question as to,whether current U. 8. strategy— 
aimed to knock out Germany first—might not better be superseded by a more pointed 
attack on Japan, to relieve that nation’s oppressive aggression in China. 


Typical of the comments on the address of the brilliant spokeswoman for China 
was that of the Knickerbocker News, (Albany, N. Y.): “The declared policy of 
America is the concentration of effort to the defeat of Germany first. Since we have 
just suffered a defeat in our European effort, the question is raised if we have con- 
centrated even enough help for the European war? If we have not, then how can we 
create a diversion to help China and remain consistent?” 


“Madame Ohiang Kai-shek’s charm and persuasiveness,” states the Burlington 
Free-Press, “coupled with new Japanese activity in China and reserves of our own 
troops in North Africa make us wonder if the Chinese can be expected to hold out 
until after we have defeated Germany and Italy, without considerably more help than 
we have been giving.” 

Says the Spokane Spokesman-Review : “Mme, Chiang Kai-shek is an outstanding 
personality of this era. She symbolizes the spiritual strength, the courage and the 
culture of the new China. Her appeal for aid to her country and against allowing 
Japan to continue ‘as a potential threat’ to civilization falls upon sympathetic ears in 
America. It is all important that we do our utmost and take what risks are involved 
to send aid more substantial than sympathy to her people.” 

“Tf it is true,” says the Salt Lake City Telegram, “that Japan is making a really 
all-out attempt to destroy China, it is a serious matter for us. It brings home to 
America the imperative necessity for us to heed Madame Chiang’s appeals and do 
even the impossible in getting the aid to China which will enable the brave Chinese 
people to thwart this Japanese attack.” 

“President Roosevelt's Lincoln Day speech made it clear that we never have con- 





sidered China as a secondary theater of the war. We shall yet fight a major campaign 
from her soil, but only a huge, coordinated action costly in men and materials can 
bring to China the kind of aid Madame Chiang has requested. The hints have been 
getting broader that such a plan has been arranged and that action on it may come 
sooner than we once might have heped. The day is coming when we can say in 
planes, tanks and guns the friendship we feel for China and her charming First Lady,” 
reports the Pittsburgh Post-Gazette. 

States the Chicago Sun: “It is natural that Mme. Chiang impresses upon us the 
case for maximum haste. On one reality, however, we must seek complete understand 
ing with our Chinese Allies: Despite the immense potential strength of Japan, which 
Mme. Chiang rightly stresses, Germany today remains the strongest enemy. At this 
stage of the war we must concentrate our strength, above all, to finish the Axis in 
IKurope. We must increase the tempo of advance against Japan—-must prevent her 
from gaining new strength-—but we cannot give Hitler the breathing spell he craves.” 

“We are already doing something about this (China’s) problem,” says the Port 
land Press Herald, “Tucked away in a corner of recent newspapers was the little 
announcement that General MacArthur is now forming an American Sixth Army; 
and another little announcement that General Walter Krueger, one of our best mili 
tary minds, has been dispatched to lead it. The President has declared the fact that 
we are not to attempt to beat our way, island by island, across the seas to Japan 

a procedure which, he said, will take 50 years. Evidently we are to make a bold 
stroke at Japan itself; and to do that, we must take over bases on the Chinese 
mainland.” 

“If Mme. Chiang’s purpose was to urge more help for China, the plea was not 
made in any narrow nationalistic spirit, but as an important and perhaps neglected 
part of the United Nations’ war effort,” states the St. Louis Post Dispatch. “She re- 
minded Americans of what they may forget in their preoccupation with other fronts: 
that Japan has greater resources at its command than Germany has, that Japan grows 
stronger each day it remains in undisputed possession of those resources.” 








Clarify Camp Paper Status ; 

In a clarification of the status of camp , 
newspapers, the War Department has 
ordered that post, camp, station and unit 
newspapers immediately discontinue the 
carrying of paid advertising of any kind. 

Commanders of stations and units con- 
cerned were instructed to withdraw 
official recognition from civilian owned 
or operated periodicals, and not to per- 
mit such periodicals to state that the 
publication is the authorized paper of a 
certain station or unit. Commanders 
were further instructed to prohibit mili- 
tury personnel from being identified with 
civilian publications as members of the 
editorial or administrative staffs. 

It was ordered that service papers be 
operated entirely by military personnel, 
though, of course, contracts for printing 
may be let to civilian agencies. 

At the same time, the department is- 
sued Changes No. 2, to AR 35-1360, re- 
minding officers certifying to their own 
pay accounts that payment must not be 
such as is prohibited by various statutes, 
including the provisions of the economy 
act and the provision in the annual ap 
propriation act that: “No appropriation 
for the pay of the Army shall be available 
for the pay of any officer... on the active 
list of the Army who is engaged in any 
manner with any publication which is or 
may be issued for any branch or organi- 
zation of the Army or military associa 
tion in which oflicers or enlisted men have 
membership and which carries paid ad- 
vertising of firms doing business with the 
War Department.” 

That limitation does not “prohibit 
officers from writing or disseminating 
articles in accordance with regulations 
issued by the Secretary of War.” 





Trinidad Church to U. S. 


The Rt. Rev. Arthur H. Anstey, Bishop 
of Trinidad and Tobago, Diocese of Trini 
dad, Church of England, in behalf of the 
trustees and members, has presented to 
the United States the church and adjoin 
ing church lands in the Valley of Mac 
queripe, where the Trinidad Government 
recently acquired an additional area of 
land for lease to this country. 

Rear Admiral V. B. Oldendorf, USN, 
Commandant of the U. S. Naval Oper 
ating Base, Trinidad, in accepting the gift, 
subject to the terms of the agreement be- 
tween Great Britain and the United 
States, told Bishop Anstey : 

“The area surrounding the church and the 
burial ground will be properly cared for and 
continue to be used for religious purposes, 
and will be a constant reminder of the gen- 
erous action of your church and of the friend

Uphold Reclassification Right 

In the first case of its kind, the Court 
of Claims this week denied the claim of 
au Reserve officer for pay after his hon- 
orable discharge from the Army by re 
classification. 

The officer had claimed persecution by 
his colonel, and the board recommended 
his reassignment. lIlowever, the Ad 
jutant General discharged him “by direc 
tion of the President.” 

The court upheld the absolute right of 
the President to discharge an officer, and 
stated that whether or not the initiation 
of the reclassification “was inspired” by 
the colonel’s dislike of the oflicer, “it ap 
pears from the allegations of the petition 
that he has had a fair hearing.” 


Signal Corps’ Birthday 

Pioneers in the military application of 
the telegraph since its establishment in 
1863, the Army Signal Corps on 38 March 
celebrated its eightieth birthday without 
formal fanfare, With its men now main 
taining communications of all the United 
States overseas forces, the supply service 
of the Signal Corps handles the procure 
ment of radio, telephone, telegraph and 
all other signal equipment for use of sig- 
nal troops, air forces, infantry, coast ar- 
tillery, and other branches of the Army. 

The Signal Corps was the first Federal 
agency to collect meteorological data by 
telegraph, its aviation section purchased 
and flew the first U.S. Army planes, and 
the first ground-to-plane radio commu 
nication was the culmination of its 
experiments,

“The allowance of deferments by occu- 
pational groups,” Mr. Patterson said, 
“would open the door to widespread and 
designed evasion of military service. It 
would open the door to discriminations 
which would injure the morale of the na- 
tion as well as the morale of the men in 
the fighting forces. * * * 

“In the past the men from the farms 
have always formed a substantial part 
of our armed forces in time of need. The 
present bill would bar from military ser- 
vice all members of this great national 
occupation, regardless of whether their 
particular work was necessary or not 
necessary or whether they could be re- 
placed, and this without reference to their 
desire to service.”

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Specialized Training System 

The War Department announced this 
week the setting up of a system to as- 
sure uniform standards and procedures 
throughout the continental United States 
for the selection of enlisted men to par- 
ticipate in the Army Specialized Train- 
ing Program. 

Classification officers or unit personnel 
officers will designate the men in their 
units who have completed, or are about 
to complete, their basic training, and 
who have the prescribed qualifications. 
These men will be given a special stand- 
ardized, objective test for college apti- 
tude. A selection board will then give 
consideration to each man who has 
achieved the required minimum score of 
110 or better in the test. Assignments will 
be made by the commanding officer, who 
will be authorized to make selections 
within prescribed quotas, on the basis of 
military needs. 

Selection for the basic program is 
limited to enlisted men who have not 
passed their 22nd birthday, who are high 
school graduates or who have demon- 
strated by reason of aptitude, experience, 
and training that they have the equiva- 
lent of a high school education, and who 
have made a score of 110 or better in the 
Army General Classification Test. The ad- 
vanced program is open to men aged 18 
or above who have completed the basic 
program, or who have had one or more 
years of approved college work, and 
whose aptitudes, as shown by test scores, 
and qualifications, as determined through 
interview by selection boards, are sulli- 
ciently high to warrant the advanced 
work. 

Initially, emphasis will be on the selec- 
tion of men who are qualified for the ad- 
vanced courses in electrical, chemical, 
civil and mechanical engineering. 

Enlisted men assigned to the Army 
Specialized Training Program are on ac- 
tive duty, and will receive quarters, mess, 
clothing, equipment, and instruction at 
Army expense. Kach man will be trained 
in the grade of private. Initially, pay and 
authorized allotments will be in accord 
ance with this grade. Noncommissioned 
officers, technicians, and privates, first 
class, Will be reduced to the grade of pri- 
vate, without prejudice upon the date of 
their departure from their unit for the 
school, 

The basic program will train men in 
such subjects as college mathematic 
physics, and chemistry, to prepare them 
for their tasks in the arms and services. 
On completion of this work, or as much 
of it as is deemed necessary and advis 
able the men will be recommended, in 
accordance with their qualifications, for 
assignment to an Officer Candidate 
School, for immediate service with com 
bat troops, or for participation in the ad 
vanced program. 

Advanced programs will include work 
in such fields as the pre-medical and medi 
eal, pre-dental and dental, pre-veterinary 
and veterinary ; all branches of engineer 
ing; and special courses in mathematics, 
physics, chemistry, area studies and per 
sonnel psychology. All such programs are 
designed to train men for specific mili 
tary tasks. Kach program is a series of 
12-week terms, varying in number ae 
cording to the requirements of the par- 
ticular field.

sideration for the Army Specialized 
Training Program has expressed a prefer- 
ence for an Officer Candidate School, and 
if, in the opinion of the selection board, 
he is already qualified for such assign- 
ment, he will be referred to the Officer 
Candidate School board for its considera- 
tion. 

Weekly schedules for men in the Army 
Specialized Training Program will in- 
clude approximately 24 hours of class and 
laboratory work ; 24 hours of preparation 
and study; 6 hours of physical condition- 
ing; and 5 hours of military instruction. 
Men will be off duty from late Saturday 
afternoon until Sunday evening mess. 

Inlisted men may obtain information 
on the program through their unit com- 
manders, or by addressing inquiries 
through channels to the Commanding 
General of Service Commands. 





Lessons From Tunisia 

Lessons learned during the fighting in 
Tunisia are being applied to Army 
Ground Forces training with the aim of 
creating a more nearly mistake-proof 
Army for combat abroad. 

Mistakes made in fighting on the Tu- 
nisian front are repetitions of errors 
which were noted during the all-impor- 
tant practice maneuvers held in this coun- 
try, Lt. Gen. Lesley J. McNair, Command- 
ing General of the Army Ground Torces, 
revealed this week in a memorandum 
issued to all units of his command. 

Under General MeNair’s — pre-battle 
training program, errors observed abroad 
will be demonstrated so as to help officers 
and men now being trained to eliminate 
mistakes which may prove costly in actual 
combal. The corrective measures are al- 
ready being put into effect. 

“The solution is the inculeation of such 
a state of discipline that men will, in the 
excitement of battle, instinctively do the 
things which they have been taught to 
do in the class room, on the drill field, 
and on maneuvers,” General McNair 
stated. 

Prompt digging of fox holes and proper 
use of cover and concealment are points 
which will be stressed in future training. 
Some troops in fighting on the Tunisian 
front failed to dig fox holes quickly and 
did not take full advantage of existing 
cover or improvise camouflage speedily 
when it was needed. 

experience of battle-wise soldiers who 
have been fighting in Tunisia will teach 
troops now training to avoid souvenir 
hunting. 

“‘Rooby traps’ are being employed ex- 
tensively by the enemy,” General Me 
Nair asserted. “Anything left lying about 
on the ground which has just been gained, 
which might be considered a good sou 
venir, should be studiously avoided.” The 
“booby traps” are usually in the form 
of fountain pens, pencils, attractively col 
ored balls and other articles which might 
be picked up. 

One of the lessons which must be pains 
tukingly drilled into troops now training, 
General MeNair pointed out, is the im 
portance of dispersion, Only in this way 
ean the effect of enemy bombing be re 
duced, 

Other lessons which observers have 
brought back from ‘Tunisia concern mo 
tor transport and route reconnaissance. 
Truck columns have been operated on 
roads in daylight, sometimes closed up, 
when the movement could have been made 
at night. The memorandum also disclosed 
that failure to make a route reconnais- 
sance or failure to appreciate the true 
condition of the route selected has re 
sulted in some unnecessary loss of motor 
equipment. 

Encouraging reports of the leadership 
shown by commanders and the personal 
bravery of officers and non commissioned 
oflicers are noted by General MeNair. “In 
general, personal leadership by command 
ers has been of the highest order, and 
there have been many examples of the 
personal bravery of officers and non-com- 
missioned officers inspiring their men to 
superhuman efforts,” he revealed. 

Winter warfare tactics for Infantry 
troops trained in the South are being 
developed during maneuvers which began 
in the snow-covered regions of Wiscon 
sin this week. The maneuvers, which 
will extend over a two weeks period, will 
be directed by General McNair. The ma- 





neuver period will mark the culmination 
of three months of training by partici- 
pating troops of the Second Army. De- 
velopment of winter warfare tactics on 
a large scale is expected to show the 
adaptability of the American soldier to 
every variety of climate and terrain. 





Signal Corps Labor Officers 


Lt. Col. Kenneth D. Johnson, Signal 
Corps Labor Counsel, in the Office of the 
Legal Director, Office of the Chief Signal 
Officer, has been detailed to act as Labor 
Supply Officer in the Office of the Chief 
Signal Officer, under the direct command 
of the Chief of the Signal Supply Ser- 
vices, Maj. Gen. Roger B. Colton, it was 
announced recently. Col. Johnson will re- 
tain his staff capacity in the Office of the 
Legal Director and will have administra- 
tive direction of the Labor Supply Officers 
attached to the several procurement dis- 
tricts. 

A conference of Signal Corps Labor 
Supply Officers was held in the Office of 
the Chief Signal Officer in Washington 
recently. The conference dealt with the 
problems of manpower, labor supply, 
labor relations and labor morale. 

Manpower experts of the SOS, the War 
Manpower Commission, and the Selective 
Service System stressed the importance 
of conserving and utilizing available man- 
power to meet the increasing crises in 
these fields. 

Maj. Gen. Dawson Olmstead, Chief 
Signal Officer of the Army, was one of the 
principal speakers. He quoted Under See 
retary of War Robert P. Patterson in his 
talk to the Labor supply officers : 

“The Under Secretary of War has sald that 
it is not nations—it is not ammunition in 
itself—it is not generals, that are going to 
win the war, but it is the men and women of 
the country as a whole who are working and 
producing everything. 

“The Signal Corps has developed an enor- 
mous production program. It covers a com- 
plete nation-wide effort, * * * This is the im 
pression I want to leave with you-—-how im- 
portant it is to the Signal Corps and our 
procurement program that we preserve the 
very best of relations with the men and 
women who are working in the factories which 
produce Signal equipment, Of course, that is 
apparent to all of you, 

“You gentlemen have been selected as Labor 
Supply Officers to go into these factories and 
represent the Signal Corps in matters involv 
ing labor which affect our procurement pro- 
gram. I did want to come in here and meet 
you all and let you know that you not only 
have my blessing in what you are undertak 
ing but I look to you to handle delicate con 
ditions with judgment and force and in 
tegrity.” 

Col. Eugene V. Elder, Director of the 
Materiel Division of the Office of the Chief 
Signal Officer, emphasized the close rela 
tionship between production and man 
power and the related problems dealing 
with labor. 

Following the desires of Lt. Gen. 
Brehon B. Somervell, Commanding Gen 
eral of the Services of Supply, on 21 Dec. 
1942, General Olmstead directed the ap- 
poiniment of labor supply officers and 
alternates in key cities in this country. 

In his directive, General Olmstead gave 
the labor supply officers the duty of aid- 
ing, advising and working with con- 
tractors and subcontractors on all ques- 
tions of labor supply and relations, 

The conference held last month was for 
the purpose of acquainting these newly 
appointed officers with their duties and 
responsibilities in detail, and also to give 
them first hand information from repre- 
sentatives of interested agencies, 

The conference was under the general 
chairmanship of Lt. Col. K. 2. Johnson 
of the Office of Legal Director, Office of 
the Chief Signal Officer. 

In addition to General Olmstead, Col- 
onel Elder, and Mr. Mitchell, the other 
speakers were:

Red Cross Drive 


Messages from President Roosevelt, 
General Dwight D. Eisenhower and Ad- 
miral Chester W. Nimitz this week offi- 
cially opened the Red Cross drive for an 
unprecedented $125,000,000 for war cam- 
paign fund needs. 

Mr. Roosevelt, in proclaiming March as 
Red Cross month, appealed for full sup- 
port of “the greatest single crusade of 
merey in history.” 

“In the Axis nations,” the President 
said, “mercy and decency are regarded 
as synonyms for weakness and decad- 
ence. In our land, it is from our great 
tradition of mercy that we take part of 
our strength.” 

Said General Eisenhower : 

“Kach of you has a brother, son, husband 
or very dear friend serving somewhere in the 
armed forces. The American Red Cross is the 
single organized agency that brings to that 
man those things that have no place in offi 
clal equipment tables, but do so much for 
his well-being and morale, 

“Most of North Africa is undeveloped coun 
try, and it has been systematically stripped 
of all these things you are used to buying 
dally at the corner drug store. Here a soldier 
cannot walk in and buy any of those things 
so) hOnecessary to) his) comfort-—-sometimes, 
almost to his existence. The Red Cross takes 
your subscription, transforms it into useful 
and practical ald, and brings it to the soldier, 
freely, cheerfully, and efficiently.” 

Admiral Nimitz stated that the fore- 
sight of the Red Cross in building up a 
blood plasma supply at Pearl Harbor in 
pre-war days was instrumental in saving 
the lives of hundreds of wounded on 7 
December when Japanese bombs fell on 
that naval base. Then noting that “we 
are now at the crossroads of the Pacifie 
campaign” and commenting on the con 
ditions of battle and weather, he warned: 

“From now on the going will be tougher 
as we undertake the task of driving the 
enemy from prepared positions he has 
been building in the conquered areas.”

Navy Inductees May Enlist 

The option of enlisting in the regular 
Navy or in the Naval Reserve has been 
extended to Naval inductees who are 
brought into the Navy on or after 1 Feb. 
1943. Knlistment must be based on age 
and physical requirements, and will 
carry designations of USN SV for regu- 
lar Navy or USNR SV for the Reserves, 

Those voluntarily inducted prior to 1 
February may now enlist, with present 
ratings, for two, three or four years, if 
in Naval Reserve Class V6, or, if in the 
Regular Navy, may enlist as apprentice 
scumun or mess attendant third class for 
six years, provided they are physically 
qualified and not more than 31 years of 
age. No discharge will be required from 
an inductee status. Shipping articles and 
an entry on the service record will accom- 
plish the transfer. 





Officers May State Leave 
The personal certificates of officers as 
to the amount of their accrued leave will 
he accepted without supporting evidence 
for the duration of the present war and 
for 6 months thereafter, according to a 
recent War Department order.

Congratulates Gen. MacArthur 

Stating that “I would rather have you 
come than to receive a fresh Army 
Corps,” General Douglas MacArthur, re- 
plying to Prime Minister Winston 
Churchill’s message this week congratu- 
lating him on the capture of Buna, in- 
vited the British leader to visit his South- 
west Pacific command. 

Texts of the messages between the two 
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leaders follow : 

Mr. Churchill to General MacArthur: 

“The rapid movements I have been making 
and the pressure upon me have made me 
delay until my return sending you my most 
cordial congratulations upon the capture of 
Buna by American and Australian forces and 
the important and resolute operations under 
your distinguished command which have re 
sulted in the destruction of the Japanese in 
vaders in Papua. 

“TI have watched with particular admiration 
your masterly employment of transport air 
craft to solve the most complicated and logis 
tical problems. 

“I should like to let you know how grateful 
we all feel throughout the British Empire 
that you stand on guard over all these vital 
interests. 

“Pray also accept my own personal good 
wishes. I look forward indeed to the day 
when we may meet.” 

General MacArthur replied: 

“IT am deeply grateful for your inspiring 
message. I cannot tell you the pride I have 
felt in being associated with the empire's 
splendid soldiery. As usual, they have ac 
quitted themselves magnificently. My special 
satisfaction arises from the complete unity 
and brotherhood displayed by the empire's 
forces and those of t'»}« United States. 

“It is happy augu:y for a future, after the 
final victory is attained, which is dependent 
upon complete amalgamation of action and 
purpose between these two peoples who in 
reality are only one. 

“I pray daily that God may spare you to 
continue the leadership and direction of our 
united efforts, not only during the struggle, 
but what is of at least equal importance, the 
aftermath thereof. 

“I have it in my heart to hope that at an 
appropriate time you will visit this area. The 
effect would be almost magical. Personally, I 
would rather have you come than to receive 
a fresh Army corps.” 





Army Endorses Universal Service 

The Senate Military Affairs Committee 
this week began hearings on S. 666, the 
Austin-Wadsworth bill which provides 
for the all-out mobilization of manpower 
and womanpower in the United States. 

In a letter to Chairman Reynolds, Sec- 
retary of War Stimson wrote: 

“The War Department strongly endorses 
S. 666 and urges its prompt passage by the 
Congres... At this critical stage of the war, 
we can no longer depend solely on voluntary 
methods backed by indirect sanctions to cure 
the growing labor shortages which threaten 
the war effort. . . 

“Proposals have been made to give blanket 
deferments to groups of workers, thus limit 
ing greatly the manpower pool on which the 
Army depends for soldiers. We must direct 
additional labor into essential occupations 
rather than keep men out of the Army who 
are needed for the job of winning the war... 

“S$, 666 recognizes that if possible the prob 
lem of labor supply should be solved by vol 
untary methods. It provides for compulsion 
only when voluntary methods fail or are for 
other reasons inadequate.”

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Funds for Navy Expansion 
(Continued from First Page) 

Other highlights in the testimony in- 
cluded the following: 

Naval Strength 

The funds in the bill are designed to in- 
crease the enlisted strength of the Navy from 
1,000,000 to 1,450,000 men by the end of the 
fiscal year on 30 June. This is an increase 
of 27,000 officers and 450,000 enlisted person- 
nel over the number for which appropria- 
tions have so far been made. By 31 Dec. 1943, 
the Navy expects to have a strength of 1,850,- 
000 men and 190,000 officers; the figure for 30 
June 1944 is 2,250,000, and the “total figure 
for the projected Navy is 2,800,000.” 

The Naval Academy is “currently training 
3400 midshipmen.” 

Annapolis Airfield 

Work has not yet been begun on the pro- 
posed $10,000,000 airtield at Annapolis to train 
midshipmen as pilots, Rear Adm. Ben Moreell, 
Chief of the Bureau of Yards and Docks, told 
the committee that the project was “discussed 
in considerable detail” before the House Naval 
Affairs Committee which “were of the opinion 
that, contrary to our uniform procedure in 
this war program, that particular develop- 
ment should be a permanent development; 
that is, the construction should be of a 
permanent type, contemplating that the train- 
ing of midshipmen in aviation will be some- 
thing that will always go on.” 

According to Vice Adm. F. J. Horne, Vice 
CNO. “The General Board is still operating 
in an advisory capacity. Whenever we have 
a proposed major change in the character- 
istics of a combat ship, that goes to the Gen- 
eral Board for consideration. The General 
soard also studies many other problems, For 
instance, those in respect to personnel; in re 
gard to the post-war attitude of the Navy; 
the post-war requirements of the Navy.” 

No WAVE is assigned to a bureau that does 
not dismiss an equivalent officer or enlisted 


man, except where expansions as in com- 
munications are taking place, where addi- 
tional male military personnel would have 


to be brought in, were not WAVES available. 
Approve Permanent WAVES 

Discussing the possible permanence of the 
Women's Reserve of the Naval Reserve, Sec- 
retary Knox and Admiral Jacobs indicated 
that they would approve such legislation. 

Admiral Jacobs indicated that the Navy has 
several women doctors and “we intend to 
make a drive to get more.” Endorsement of 
women doctors was recently conveyed in a 
speech by Surgeon General McIntire. 

On Guadalcanal, stated Secretary Knox, 
“The cooperation (between the Services) is 
absolutely perfect. When you go out there, 
you cannot tell the difference. They all wear 
the sume uniform, act alike, talk alike and 
follow the same orders.” 

Defending indoctrination courses for all 
WAVES, Secretary Knox pointed to the value 
it had for male officers. He stated that in- 
doctrination courses made more eflicient offi- 
cers, caused fewer violations of the “tradi- 
tions and practices of the service.” Recently, 
he said, “I issued orders that every single 
officer who had not been indoctrinated was 
to be sent to an indoctrination school and 
given the training.” 

Reorganize Contract System 

A sweeping reorganization of Navy Depart- 
ment contract procedure was put into effect 
on 13 Dee. 1942, it was revealed in the hear- 
ings. On that date the Secretary of the Navy 
gave the chief of each bureau”) which = pur- 
chases materiel—Yards and Docks, Naval Per- 
sonnel, Ordnance, Aeronautics and Ships, as 
well as Supplies and Accounts—the right to 
determine whether or not it should avail it- 
self of the Services of Supplies and Accounts 
in writing, negotiating and executing con- 
tracts. Each bureau chief was to determine 
what type of contracts it wished to handle 
within its bureau and what type it wished 
Supplies and Accounts to continue to handle, 
Each bureau was given a legal division for 
this and other work. Under Secretary For- 
restal stated that the new system simplifies 
procedures, citing the example of the Bu- 
reau of Aeronautics, which determined re- 
quirements, discussed them with producers, 
then wrote contracts in requisition form and 
sent them to Supplies and Accounts to be 
rewritten as contracts. 

Turned down last year by the Senate Naval 
Committee on a proposal to install direct 
telephones in the quarters of commanders, 
the Navy asked funds in this bill for that 
purpose, stating that the direct connections 
between a commander's headquarters and his 
residence would at present be limited to the 
Secretary of the Navy, the Under Secretary, 
the two Assistant Secretaries, the Gulf Sea 
Frontier Commander and possibly other field 
commanders, The department said that “with 
priorities being what they are, the officials 
eannot obtain telephones at their own ex- 
pense; the telephone company will grant such 
things only to the government.” The Com- 
mittee allowed $300 for the phones. 

Attack Gibbs, Cox Setup 

Again and again members of the committee 
attacked the setup between the Navy and 
the firm of naval architects known as Gibbs 
& Cox, and summed up its criticism in these 





words in the report on the bill: 

“The committee has been apprised of the 
fact for some time that the Navy Depart- 
ment has been employing a firm of naval 
architects for preparing working drawings 
of vessels to be built in private shipyards 
that do not maintain design staffs, or, to be 
built in navy yards, where more than one 
vessel of a particular design was to be built, 
some of which were to be built in navy yards 
and some in private yards... It is the pur- 
pose of the committee to investigate the pro- 
cedure at the forthcoming hearings on the 
naval budget for 1944, when it shall expect 
representatives of the Department to be in 
readiness to present all the facts in order 
that the committee may be certain that funds 
appropriated will be employed in such ways 
as it may deem to be the most economical 
and efficient.” 

During hearings, Representative Thomas, 
of Texas, declared, “When the Bureau of 
Ships started to build up Gibbs & Cox about 
7 or 8 years ago, I doubt very seriously if 
Gibbs & Cox had very much of any organi- 
zation or knew a whole lot about the design- 
ing of ships, did they?” 

“They had had some previous experience,” 
replied Rear Adm. Alexander Van Keuren. 
“The Bureau of Ships does not draw working 
plans. It draws contract plans.” 

“That is a matter of policy,’ stated Mr. 
Thomas. “It does not desire to draw them.” 

(Later it was testified that the Bureau of 
Ships does do working drawings for the bat- 
tleships.) 

“Out-Kaisered Kaiser” 

When the Navy pointed out that thousands 
of employees worked on the Gibbs & Cox 
plans in New York, the committee asked why 
the Navy coul not have set up an office there. 

Said Mr. Thomas, “I think everybody in the 
country knows that the shipbuilding business 
has been debunked except the Bureau of Ships 
and the men who have been building the 
ships for the Navy. There are hundreds of 
competent shipbuilders, and yet the Bureau 
does not seem to think anybody else knows 
anything about building ships. 

“As a matter of fact, it was not Gibbs 
& Cox who debunked the shipbuilding idea; 
it was that old civil engineer out on the Pa 
cifie Coast named Kaiser who was building 
ships and turning them out faster than the 
Bureau ever thought of.” 

“And we have out-Kaisered Mr. Kaiser him 
self,’ remarked Admiral Cochrane. 


Improvements to Ships 

The Navy Department justified a request 
for $164,000,000 for Improvements of vessels, 
stating that the vessels were not withdrawn 
from battle for such improvements, but that, 
in the main, improvements are made only at 
the time ships are laid up for repair of battle 
damage. 

The strength of the Navy Nurse Corps on 
1 Jan. 1943 was 2.007. By 30 June it is ex 
pected to reach 5,000. 

The Navy plans to spend $544,000 additional 
for medals, estimating that it will require 500 
gold stars, 250,000 American area cam 
paign ribbons, 500,000 European area cam 
paign ribbons, 250,000 Asiatic and DPacifie area 
campaign ribbons, 123,000 Purple Hearts, 3,200 
Legion of Merit, 3,000 Navy 1,500 
DFCs, 2,500 Navy and Marine Corps Medals, 
25,000 Presidential citations, 2,000 Medal of 
Ilonor rosettes, and 5,000 Air Medals, 

The Navy stated that it has “practically 
eliminated all housing for married officers 
On our major stations the practice is to al 
low a set of quarters for the commanding 
officer and for the executive officer, but for 
none others. We have eliminated housing for 
married enlisted men, with the exception of 
some key persons . Outside of the con 
tinental limits, there are no quarters for 
married personnel built.” 

At present, according to the Chief of the 
Bureau of Aeronautics, the Navy has “more 
pilots than we actually need for the number 
of planes in commission.” Tlowever, “some 
time in the spring and thereafter, until the 
close of the current year, pilots will lag some 
what behind planes.” There will be pilots for 
every plane, but the normal allowance of two 
erews for the combat types will not be 
reached,

Need Marine Divisions 

As a result of his inspection trip, Secre 
tary Knox feels that “we are going to need 
a lot of amphibious troops, and from what 
I saw there I think the Marine Corps is the 
organization that we ought to use for that 
type of work. 

“IT came back convinced that we ought to 
organize at least two more divisions of ma 
rines for amphibious operations on the Pa 
cific. The training that they have had has 
justified itself by the operations they have 
already carried out. They are magnificent.”

centages of this queta will be assigned to 
the main distribution commands, The quo- 
tas assigned to shore activities will be 
reduced by 20 per cent to equalize the 
effect of personnel on shore who are not 
physically qualified for sea duty, and 








to favor men serving at sea. Enlisted men 
will be ordered to report in three groups 
so as to permit an even flow into the 
schools which will be beginning semesters 
in July and November, 1943, and in 
March, 1944. 

The quota for the Coast Guard will be 
filed by taking 450 enlisted men to be 
selected by them and the remaining 270 
to be taken from civilian sources. The 
quota from the Marine Corps will be 1,000 
from enlisted sources and 2,500 from ci- 
Vilian sources. These quotas will be in- 
cluded in the total Navy quota. 

Enlisted personnel selected for this 
training will be retained in their present 
branch of service whether United States 
Navy or United States Naval Reserve. 
Those who fail to complete the program 
and receive commissions in the Naval 
Reserve will be restored to general ser- 
vice in their former ratings.

Calif. Income Tax 

Col, A. T. Marix, USMC-Ret., president 
of the Retired Officers Association, recent- 
ly asked the State Franchise Tax Com- 
missioner of California, whether or not 
officers of the regular services retired for 
physical disability are exempt from pay- 
ing state income tax on their service in- 
come, In response, he was informed as 
follows: 

“The Personal Income Tax Act is being 
amended at this session of the legislature 
which clearly will exempt income received by 
retired persons from the military or naval 
forces when retired because of physical dis- 
ability incurred in line of duty. Whether or 
not the amendment will apply to years prior 
to 1943 is still in question, 

“The legislature passed an amendment to 
the act quite recently, which was signed by 
Governor Warren, but the amendment does 
not state clearly whether or not it Is retroac- 
tive in its application, This particular amend- 
ment, as distinguished from the one men- 
tioned in the first paragraph of this letter, 
exempts compensation received by members 
of the armed forces. The Attorney General has 
been asked to render an opinion as to whether 
or not this amendment is retroactive in 
nature, If it is, clearly amounts received by 
retired members of the armed forces because 
of physical disability will be exempt from 
tax.”

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Notaries in Navy 

Identical bills, 8. 800 and H. R. 2018, 
introduced this week provide that the 
Secretary of the Navy may appoint cer- 
tain officers of the Navy, Marine Corps, 
and Coast Guard to do notarial work 
without regard to lecation of stations. 

In a letter to the Naval committees 
of the respective branches of Congress, 
Secretary of the Navy Knox emphasized 
that under present war conditions navy 
personnel are often located where civilian 
notaries are not available and where 
duties do not permit leave for the purpose 
of securing notarial service. At present 
certain Navy and Marine Corps officers 
have notarial authority beyond the con- 
tinental limits of the United States at all 
times. The bill as introduced extends the 
privilege to the Coast Guard and applies 
to Navy, Marine Corps, and Coast Guard 
inside and outside the continental limits 
of the nation. 

Secretary Knox calls attention to the 
fact that navy personnel are subject to 
immediate sea and foreign duty orders 
at all times and when they need notarial 
service it is desirable for them to obtain 
it immediately. While admitting that 
laws may be necessary to legalize the 
desired action “it is understood the De- 
partment of Justice has in process a pro- 
posed uniform state law recognizing no- 
tarial acts by authorized officers of 
armed forces and that such a bill has 
been or will be submitted as a Uniform 
State Law.” 

No fee is to be charged by the officers 
designated to act as notaries.

Submarine Wahoo Cleans Up 


The report is in that the U. 8S. sub- 
marine Wahoo recently returned to her 
Pacific base from a patrol mission flying 
a broom from her periscope. She had 
made a “clean-sweep” of a four-ship con- 
voy, totaling 30,000 tons, met in the west- 
ern Pacific. The convoy included a 





heavily-laden transport and an 1,800-ton 





destroyer. All ships were sunk; all Jap 
troops lost. 





Auxiliary Vesseis for the Navy 

The bill, H. R. 1563, calling for the pur- 
chasing of some auxiliary vessels, re- 
modeling others and constructing still 
others, was reported to the House of 
Representatives on 1 March by the Com- 
mittee on Naval Affairs. 

The purpose of the bill is to authorize 
the President to provide the Navy with 
an added 1,000,000 tons of auxiliary ship- 
ping. 

The types of ships included in this and 
other authorizations are aircraft carri- 
ers, ammunition carriers, refrigerator 
ships, cargo carriers, minesweepers, tank- 
ers, transports, evacuation transports, 
airplane transports, rescue tugs, landing 
craft and tank landing craft, in addition 
to auxiliaries of miscellaneous types. All 
of these are essential to service and main- 
tain the constantly growing combatant 
fleet. 

The estimated cost will be $1,238,100,- 
000, including the expense of arming the 
vessels. 





Branch Naval Academies 


Letters from the Navy Department to 
the House Naval Affairs Committee call 
attention to the fact that the department 
has received letters recently urging the 
establishment of branch Naval Academies 
in various parts of the United States, 

Various bills call for the establishment 
of what amounts to branches of West 
Point and Annapolis in different sections 
of the country. 

The Navy Department opposes enact- 
ment of such bills on varied grounds. It 
believes that the division of the Naval 
Academy into branches would injure the 
spirit of unity now existing and the uni- 
formity of training of personnel. It re- 
gards Annapolis as adequate for the pres- 
ent needs of the Regular Navy and the 
cost of operating these academies would 
not be justified from an economical view- 
point. It claims that the instituting of 
the Navy College Training Program 
makes branch academies unnecessary. 





Warrant Officer’s Service 


The Navy Department has recom- 
mended that legislation be enacted to per- 
mit warrant officers to count all service 
for pay purposes which commissioned of- 
ficers may count under the Pay Act 
amendment of 2 Dec. 1942. 

The proposal is now before the Bureau 
of the budget for clearance. 

The recommendation of the Navy De- 
partment is in the form of an endorsement 
of H. R. 1506, which was introduced 26 
Jan. by Representative Merritt, of N. Y. 

Greatest benefit of H. R. 1506 would be 
to the commissioned warrant officer of the 
Navy, Marine Corps or Coast Guard who 
now can count for pay purposes only ac- 
tive commissioned service, whereas other 
officers can include inactive commissioned 
service and enlisted service in computing 
their pay. 

Some warrant officers of the sea ser- 
vices and warrant and chief warrant offi- 
cers of the Army also will benefit, since 
the service which they may count for pay 
purposes is more restricted than that 
which officers may count. 


Ships Stores Profits 


The Navy Department believes that 
profits from sales at ships stores should 
be expended for the welfare and amuse- 
ment of officer personnel as well as for 
enlisted men. To bring this to pass Sena- 
tor Walsh, Mass., has introduced 8. 784 
at the request of the department. 

The letter from the Navy instigating 
this action follows: 

“The Act of 24 June 1910 provides that the 
profits from sales of ships stores shall be ex- 
pended for the benefit of enlisted men only. 
The purpose of this proposed legislation is to 
amend said Act so as to permit the expendi- 
tures of profits for the welfare and recreation 
of officers as well as of enlisted men. The 
proposed amendment strikes out the words 
‘enlisted force’ and substitutes therefore the 
word ‘personnel of the Navy’ at the end of 
line 3 on page 620, in the proviso relating 





to disposition of profits from sales of ships 
stores. The war conditions of the Navy, with 
increased officer personnel, have presented oc- 
casions on which it has been desirable to 
make expenditures under the appropriation 
for projects contributing to the welfare and 
recreation of officers as well as enlisted men. 
Officers regularly contribute to the profits 
that make up the fund accruing from sales of 
ships’ stores and should be allowed to derive 
some benefit from such fund.” 





Navy Returns Plant 

The United States Navy Department on 
28 Feb. turned back to the owners of 
Triumph Explosives, Inc., Elkton, Md., the 
management and facilities of the com- 
pany which had been taken over by the 
Government last October. 

During the four and one-half months 
of Navy operation the plant was headed 
by Comdr. A. B. McCrary, USNR-Ret., 
who previously was serving as an Inspec- 
tor of Ordnance in cee of a Naval 
ordnance plant at Macon, Ga. The De- 
partment said that while it operated the 
plant production increased by approxi- 
mately 50 per cent, whereas total employ- 
ment in this period increased only 23 per 
cent. 





Name USS Ingersoll 

Secretary of the Navy Frank Knox has 
approved the naming of a destroyer under 
construction the USS Ingersoll, honoring 
both the late Rear Adm. Royal R. Inger- 
soll, USN, and the late Lt. Royal R. Inger- 
soll, USN, his grandson. 

Adm. Royal E. Ingersoll, USN, Com- 
mander in Chief, Atlantic Fleet, is the 
son of the late Rear Admiral and the 
father of the late Lieutenant.

COMPREHENSIVD understanding of the potentialities of air power, together 
A with thorough and expert planning, plus the doggedness and daring that have 
made General Douglas MacArthur outstanding as a leader resulted this week in one 
of the satisfactory victories of the war to date. At the expenditure of one bomber 
and three fighters, our airmen annihilated in the Bismarck Sea a Jap expeditionary 
force of 10 warships and 12 transports carrying 15,000 soldiers. Had this force been 
successful in reinforcing the enemy on New Guinea, the threat to Australia would 
have been increased enormously and the task of overcoming them on land a long 
and costly one. But active reconnaissance brought early discovery of the expedition, 
and observation of its course through days of storm and lowering skies. When the 
weather cleared tue plan determined upon was put into action. With accurate tim- 
ing, the Allied air forces struck at the Jap air fields on New Guinea to prevent them 
from giving aid to the incoming convoy. Simultaneously, our forces hit the convoy, 
overcoming its air protection and blasting it until disorganized and then systematical- 
ly bombing each vessel until all were sunk. It was a crushing blow to the Japs, not 
only in loss in men and ships, but also in foreshadowing the ultimate rupture of the 
long lines of communications they must maintain in order to hold and use the 
island empire they conquered. What General MacArthur accomplished was due not 
only to the gallantry of the officers and men who executed his orders, but to fine 
staff work. The latter is something always necessary but rarely appreciated. 


ANCELLATION of the orders to troops to pick cotton in Arizona should put an 

end to the proposal to divert the Army from essential training for war to farm 
work, Secretary of Agriculture Wickard is mobilizing rural and town people and chil- 
dren to provide for crop production, and Porto Rican and Mexican labor also is 
available. Chairman McNutt of the Manpower Commission wants to expand the 
United States Employment Service in order to obtain help for the farms as well as 
for industry. A bill reported by the Senate Military Affairs Committee would defer 
the draft of agricultural workers for the current year. The real solution of the man- 
power problem is to be found in the Wadsworth universal service bill. The Presi- 
dent is known to he in favor of it, and Secretary Stimson has heartily endorsed it, 
but Chairman McNutt prefers continuance of the voluntary method of controlling 
manpower. At the reot of the controversy that exists are such questions as the size 
of the Army, and the responsibility and ability of the United States to provide food for 
our needy Allies. Regarding the former, it is asserted that Russia, China and Britain 
have ample personnel and need no reenforcement from us, and that there will not 
be available the shipping to transfer overseas the number of men our General Staff 
has determined to be necessary. So far as Russia is concerned, her terrific losses 
since Hitler’s invasion began, have greatly depleted her reserves, and she will con- 
tinue to have the heavy job of expelling the Germans from her soil, and at the same 
time remain prepared to meet a Japanese attack. China, with ample manpower, faces 
the formidable duty of Griving the Japanese from her territory, and is in no situation 
to supply forces elsewhere. Britain’s manpower is limited, and is being used not only 
in distant fields, but for home defense and for preparation for invasions of the Conti- 
nent. Obviously, she is unable to protect her far-flung Empire, and simultaneously 
conquer the huge forces which Hitler and Mussolini still have available. Therefore, 
American troops in sufficient numbers must be used not only in the European, African 
Near Hast and Indian theatres, but ultimately against the Japanese in the 
Pacific. Moreover, troops must be kept at home to defend the United States, and to 
replace losses. Clearly then an Army such as the General Staff—8,200,000 officers 
and men—has proposed {s imperatively necessary. As to shipping, the program under 
way together with increasing control of the submarine menace, will insure adequate 
facilities for transportation and supply. Boiled down, this means that our Army 
must be trained to meet veterans, as it is doing in North Africa, Australia and the 
Solomons, and here we cannot refrain from speaking again of the fine ability Gen- 
eral McNair is devoting to this work. To take troops from training and put them 
to labor in the fields for which they are unfitted is to lessen their efficiency, and 
cause them to be inferior to our enemies. Let talk of assigning troops to agriculture 
cease, and Ooengress pass the Universal Service bill which will solve the question of 
production both on the farm and industrial fronts.

B.L.W.—An enlisted man who held a 
commission in the Army between 6 April 
1917 and 11 Nov. 1918 upon retirement is 
entitled to his World War honorary rank 
and to retired pay of a warrant officer 
(jg) of the same length of service. Thus, 
if the man had 30 years’ actual service he 
would receive three-fourths of $2,700. 

R.E.G.—As we stated in the lead of the 
story on the last page of our 20 Feb. is- 
sue, though the regulation itself does not 
make it clear, an enlisted man who ac- 
cepts a warrant or commission is entitled 
only to his permanent enlisted rank, not 
his temporary rank, when he goes back to 
enlisted status.

North Pacific: 1. On 23 February, U. 8. 
bombers, with fighter escort, attacked Japa- 
nese positions at Kiska. Clouds prevented ob- 
servation of results. 

South Pacific: (All dates are East Longi- 
tude.) 2. On 25 February: 

(a) Dauntless dive bombers (Douglas), with 
Lightning (Lockheed P-38) and Wildcat 
(Grumman F4F) escort, bombed Japanese po- 
sitions at Vila, on Kolombangara Island. 
Fires were started in the target area. 

(b) Liberator heavy bombers (Consoli- 
dated) attacked enemy positions at Kahili and 
at Faisi in the Shortland Island Area. 

Note: Kolombangara Island is 190 nautical 
miles northwest of Guadalcanal airfield.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—The agenda for the conference of the United Nations, invitations 
for which have been extended by the Secretary of State, will call for examination of. 
and probable agreement upon, proposals which will help in winning the war and pre- 
pare for an enduring peace. The basis for the agenda will be the principles set forth 
in the Atlantic Charter and the master agreements negotiated under the Lend-Lease 
Act. That Act has been so efficiently administered as to assure its extension for an- 
other year by Congress. 

While Lend-Lease is deveting its activities solely to strengthening our Allies to 
the point of greatef effectiveness in the prosecution of the war, the fact remains that 
the programs under it are laying the foundations for the peace to come. Therefore, 
the impending negotiations promise to be facilitated by the habit of cooperative think- 
ing, planning and acting, which has been developed, and which, perhaps, is best indi- 
eated by the dovetailing of effort in numerous directions, for example, in mutual 
use of ports, air fields and transportation facilities, in immense development projects, 
in exchange of goods, elimination of Axis influence from the economic and financial 
life particularly of the Western Hemisphere, in the combat and suppression of Axis 
espionage, ete. 

Article VII of all the Lend-Lease Master Agreements stipulates that “at an early 
convenient date, conversations shall be begun with a view to determining, in the light 
of governing economic conditions, the best means of attaining mutually advantageous 
economic relations and the betterment of world-wide cconomic relations.” To this 
end, the Agreements further provide, provision shall be adopted for the expansion, by 
appropriate international and domestic measures, of production, employment, and 
the exchange and consumption of goods, to the elimination of all forms of discrim- 
inatory treatment in international commerce, to the reduction of tariffs and other 
trade barriers, and in general, to the attainment of all the other economic objectives 
prescribed in the Atlantic Charter. Clearly, to achieve the objectives defined, there 
must be created all kinds of international mechanisms and organizations and new 
national mechanisms and organizations to deal with the problems of investment, ex- 
change, control of production, exchange of goods and increased employment. Not 
the least important subject to be considered is that of freedom of the air, and our 
control of naval bases which is the special concern of Secretary Knox. The Secretary *® 
has stressed repeatedly that to restrain further aggressions by our enemies when de- 
feated, we must possess bases strategically located for the purpose; and as showing 
the cooperation which exists with New Zealand, for instance, he announced a few 
days ago that we had in operation a new base on Upolu in the Samoan Islands, which 
is within the mandate of that Dominion. 

The most certain thing about this global struggle is that it will end with the 
world hungry, and if revolution and unrest are to be arrested peoples must be fed. 
To prevent such conditions, it is figured Governments will be willing to forego demands 
for territory and economic privileges if they have definite assurances that food will 
be provided for their populations on a permanent basis. Therefore, the decision, re- 
ported to the Senate Appropriations Committee by ex-Governor Lehman that his 
Relief and Rehabilitation Service, with an initial appropriation of half a billion dol- 
lars, is to be absorbed into a United Nations’ organization; therefore, the President’s 
proposal for the Exploratory Food Conference; therefore the article by Under Sec- 
retary Welles in the Atlantic Monthly proposing that the United States feed, clothe 
and shelter the peoples of Europe and much of Asia, and his advocacy of the con- 
tinuance of the Trade Agreement Act so that the Hull reciprocity policy may be car- 
ried into effect; therefore his Toronto speech in which he urged the setting up of 
machinery to assemble and study all international aspects of problems under the 
general heading of freedom from want; therefore the designation of the British Food 
Ministry as the single food purchasing agency for the United Nations in South Amer- 
ica; and, therefore our acceptance of British practice in selling Lend-Lease food 
which will serve as a precedent for other Governments. Not to be outdone by the 
Executive, the Senate Finance Committee at the instance of Chairman George, has 
set up a committee of six Democratic and four Republican Senators, to investigate 
post-war economic policies and planning. While this committee ostensibly will not 
discuss the League of Nations or anything of the kind, it is evident its work must 
take into consideration world conditions in order to determine their effect upon our 
situation. Thus the Senate will be equipped to deal with the economic agreements 
which may result from the impending conference. 

The effort Washington is making is to concentrate food control in a United 
Nations’ Committee, such control to include production, purchase and distribution, 
and its use to insure the adjustment of the difficult social, economic and territorial 
disputes which already have developed amongst our Allies before those disputes can 
precipitate rupture of relations during and after the war. As the President put it 
to the Press, he visualizes an international ever normal granary designed to prevent 
world famines and surpluses by balancing world production of grains, meats, fats 
and oils and dairy products. Even if this ambitious program fail of realization, due 
to the isolationist attitude which the nations may adopt once peace is restored, it is 
argued the effort will be valuable for the influence it will exert in restricting expan- 
sionist aims by our Allies and the liberated countries, The effectiveness of food as 
a weapon has been repeatedly demonstrated, but the latest cases in point, Algeria 
and Spain, are of present interest. Promoting the quiescence of the population of the 
former has been the distribution of food we have made amongst them, and some 
Senators and Congressmen without appreciation of the grave issue involved, are 
criticizing our delivery of foodstuffs, oil, cotton, etc., to Spain. Yet as Ambassador 
Hayes indicated, and Under Secretary Welles emphasized, it is most essential that we 
provide for Spanish needs in order to insure a neutrality that will guarantee safety 
for the communications of the American and British forces operating in North Africa. 

Then there is Russia, whose victories have provoked revelations of her territorial 
intentions. Foreign Minister Eden insists that his and the Soviet Government are 
agreed upon the broad principles of collaboration for peace. However, the avowed 
purpose of Stalin to include in the peace boundaries of his country the Baltic States 
and territory which was Polish and Roumanian before the war, has aroused the Gov- 
ernments in exile, and they are making earnest representations to Washington in 
erder to have us insist upon the observance of the principles of the Atlantic Charter, 
regarding non-aggression and self-determination. 














Bureau of Ships—Wight Naval vessels were launched this week along the Hast Coast 
in simple ceremonies. Of the ships launched, four were destroyers launched in a 





quadruple ceremony at the Federal Shipbuilding & Drydock Co., Kearny, N. J. They 
were the Thorn, Turner, Bullard and Kidd. 

Also launched were the aircraft carrier Monterey, at Camden, the naval escort 
ship Daniel T. Griffin, at Hingham, Mass., and two seaplane derricks, at the Charles- 
ton Navy Yard. 


Army Ground Foreces—i HEADQUARTERS, AGF—Observation of various maneuver 
problems was made by Lt. Gen. Lesley J. McNair, commanding general of the Army 
Ground Forces, and a group of officers from Headquarters this week when they saw 
troops of the Third Army in action near Leesville, La. 

Maneuvers of troops at the Desert Training Center at Indio, Calif., were also wit- 
nessed by General McNair and his party. 

Those accompanying General McNair were Brig. Gen. John M. Lentz, Col. Giles 
R. Carpenter, Col. Laurin L. Williams, Col. Riley F. Ennis, Col. David M. Dunne, Col. 
William H. Schildroth, Col. Redding F. Perry, jr., Col. Henry C. Hine, jr., Col. William 
EK. Shambora, Col. John C. B. Elliott, Lt. Col. John C. Oakes and Maj. John C. Dins- 
more, jr. 

Rapid discharge from the Army of men over 38 whose commanding officers have 
approved their return to perform essential war work in civilian life is called for by 
General MeNair in a directive issued to all units of his command this week. In some 
cases men qualifying for discharge have been sent to Service Commands to have 
their cases disposed of, General McNair pointed out. The present directive reminds 
commanding otlicers of Army Ground Forces units that they have direct authority 
to discharge men over 38 who are able to fill vital defense jobs. 

Klimination of unnecessary paper work is suggested as a means of reducing the 
requirements for typewriters in Ground Force agencies by General McNair in his 
weekly directive. A stagger system under which personnel can use the machines is 
also recommended as a way to reduce the need for more typewriters. 

AIRBORNE COMMAN D—General MeNair and high ranking members of his staff 
recently completed an inspection of the airborne divisions now undergoing training 
under the supervision of the Airborne Command. 

Brig. Gen. Elbridge G. Chapman, commanding general of the Airborne Com- 
mand, personally conducted General McNair and his party from Fort Bragg, N. C., 
on an inspection tour by air over the newly-established airborne training centers at 
Hoffman, N. C. The group also witnessed training activities of the 82nd Airborne 
Division, commanded by Maj. Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway. 

On the second day of the inspection, General McNair observed a field exercise 
conducted by elements of the 101st Airborne Division at Fort Bragg, commanded by 
Maj. Gen. William C. Lee. 

SECOND ARMY—\st Lt. Glen 8. Lund, who risked his life to save a soldier from 
plunging to his death from a 200 foot high cliff during a Second Army Ranger School 
class, was presented recently with a Soldier’s Medal by Lt. Gen. Ben Lear, command- 
ing general of the Second Army. The presentation was made at the class’ graduation, 
held at Camp Forrest, Tenn. 

While descending the cliff during a demonstration last 8 Feb. Pfe Mathew Kulezak 
lost his balance and fell over backwards. 

“The rope being used by Pfc Kulezak became engaged on his arm and leg and held 
him in this precarious position. Lieutenant Lund, without use of rope or other aids, 
and in utter disregard of his own life and safety, descended to the position of Kulezak 
and held this soldier from falling until rescue could be effected,” the citation read. 

Lieutenant Lund and Pfe Kulezak are members of an infantry division stationed 
at Camp Forrest. 

THIRD ARMY—Aggressiveness and initiative shown by maneuvering troops of 
the Third Army this week drew praise from Maj. Gen. Dan I. Sultan, maneuvers 
director, in the first full length critique of the field training. 

Speaking to assembled commanders after two weeks of strenuous field training, 
General Sultan singled out a number of individuals and organizations for commenda- 
tion. He particularly praised Lt. Col. Donald ©. Gorton for his feat in leading his 
Blue battalion through Red lines and falling upon their rear in a devastating surprise 
attack. 

General Sultan discussed the tactical operations of the first two weeks of maneu- 
vers in considerable detail, pointing out deficiencies and explaining the continuing 
play of forces during the problems, 

The high health rate of the troops and a remarkably small number of accidents 
was noted by the General in his praise for the exceptional physical condition of the 
men and the training they had received. 

“A splendid job has been done in planning, organizing, equipping, supervising and 
directing these divisions through the various stages from initial organization to the 
completion of combined training,” he said. “I have never seen better material or 
finer men that the soldiers comprising these divisions. They are intelligent, eager 
to learn, willing to accept hardships, and will perform to the best of their knowledge 
what is expected of them. If properly led, they can accomplish anything.” 


Navy Transportation Branch—Supervision of the Navy’s domestic transportation 
operations will be centralized in a Transportation Branch, established in the Office of 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy Ralph Bard and directed by Arthur M. Hill, of 
Charleston, West Virginia, a Special Assistant to the Assistant Secretary of the Navy. 

The Transportation Branch will supervise the operation of the many thousand 
trucks, busses, and other vehicles operated within the continental limits of the 
United States and Hawaii for the transportation of personnel and equipment of the 
Navy, Marine Corps, and Coast Guard. It will also coordinate the procurement of 
transportation equipment for all Naval activities. 

This action is expected to provide better transportation to Naval establishments, 
more efficient use of all naval automotive vehicles and the elimination of duplication 
in transportation operations, thus permitting the greatest degree of conservation of 
critical materials. Particular emphasis will be placed upon conservation of rubber. 

Mr. Hill, Director of the new Transportation Branch, has had wide experience in 
transportation problems as President of the Atlantic Greyhound Lines, Chairman of 
the Transportation and Communications Department Committee of the U. S. Chamber 
of Commerce, and President of the National Association of Motor Bus Operators. 


Registration of Army Officers in Washington—Simplified procedure for the registra- 
tion of Army officers reporting in for duty or departing from Washington and its 
military district for duty elsewhere, and transient officers visiting the city for a 
period longer than 12 hours went into effect 1 March. 

Previously, such officers have had to register at the Office of The Adjutant General 
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in the Pentagon Building, or in the lobby of the Munitions Building. On and after 1 
March, these officers are considered properly registered if they fill out suitable cards 
and promptly submit them through the mails or otherwise to the Adjutant General’s 
Office. 

The cards will be in three forms, one for “IN” registration, one for “OUT” regis- 
tration, and a third for transients. They will be available at the information centers 
of Union Station, National Airport, Bolling Field, New Greyhound Bus Terminal, and 
at the information centers in the several buildings of the War Department in the 
Military District of Washington. 


Army Air Forces—Considering flights of six, eight and ten thousand miles “just 
routine stuff,” the U. S. Army Air Transport Command has, within less than a year, 
set up such a vast transportation system that it can deliver in a matter of days and 
hours to Australia, or North Africa, or the Aleutians sectors, plane parts, munitions 
and personnel which would have taken weeks or months in transit had they gone by 
ship. 

Stating that this system of “flying boxcars” around the globe would solve the 
U-boat menace, Maj. Gen. Ralph Royce, hero of the American bomber raid on Japa- 
nese bases in the Philippines, recently declared that “A German submarine can’t 
torpedo a flying boxcar; and although the plane can carry only a fraction as much 
as a ship, it can make many, many trips.” 

On 1 April 1942, Maj. Gen. Harold L. George was handed the assignment of 
putting together this greatest airline organization in the world, with the prime ob- 
jective of blazing new air trails into sections of the globe which often had not been 
previously served by even the most primitive of transportation facilities. General 
George predicts that, although the ATC organization is vast at the moment, in the 
not too distant future it will be ten or more times the size of the combined peace- 
time airlines of the entire world. 

Stating that Japan has run into two bottlenecks—aircraft production and train- 
ing airmen, Brig. Gen. Claire L. Chennault told newsmen in China this week that 
Japan’s air force has “hit its peak and is now on the down grade.” Basing his belief 
on the fact that the Japanese are no longer attacking in overwhelming numbers in 
the South Pacific, that they offered no effective air opposition to Allied air raids on 
Burma, and that they have lost most of their planes in some recent bombing attacks, 
General Chennault stated it was his personal opinion that after Adolf Hitler was 
erushed it “would not take long” to smash Japan. 

Sixteen Air Corps oflicers recently completed a three-week study of the West 
Point system of administration and discipline. During that time, members of the 
zroup observed the functions of tactical officers at the U. 8S. Military Academy, which 
are similar to the duties they perform in connection with the military training of 
aviation cadets at flying schools throughout the country. 

Certificates were presented to them by Brig. Gen. Philip E. Gallagher, Com- 
mandant of Cadets, after which Maj. Gen. Francis B. Wilby, Superintendent, in- 
formally addressed the class.

Sherrill, Commanding General of the Western Signal Corps Train- 
ing Center, at Camp Kobler, Calif., personally congratulated the first class to complete 
communication specialists training recently. The first class was composed of Air 
Corps men who were presented with certificates of accomplishments. 

Lt. Col. Robert E. Meeds of the Military Training Branch of the Office of the 
Chief Signal Officer called attention to the oft repeated statement that “this is a 
physicist’s war” when he spoke at the opening dinner of the Bell Telephone Labora- 
tories’ war training course, 25 Feb., 1943, at New York City. 

Recalling the part the Signal Corps has played in the Army of the United States 
since its founding during the Civil War and the means it has used to get the message 
through, Colonel Meeds declared “our main reason is with the kind of Signal that is 
modulated, amplified, radiated, detected and brought up to the level of human per- 
ception by means of the electrical vacuum tube in all its many forms of application.” 

Brig. Gen. Stephen H. Sherrill, Commanding General of the Western Signal 
Corps Training Center at Camp Kohler, Calif., gave the plastics industry something 
to shoot at during the course of a speech before the annual meeting of the Society of 
Plastics Industry at Los Angeles, Calif., 283 Feb. 

“The engineers in the Signal Supply Service of the Signal Corps would like it very 
much if you gentlemen of the plastics industry would invent more thermoplastics 
which would keep their characteristics at higher temperatures. They would particu 
larly like to have materials which can be injection-molded and still be able to stand 
boiling temperatures. They would also like to have these materials capable of re- 
taining their toughness at temperatures of fifty degrees or more below zero.” 

General Sherrill praised the efforts of the plastics industry in helping the Sig- 
hal Corps overcome the problem of critical material. 





Army Chaplain’s Corps—Excellent results are beginning to be evident from the 
procedures for Chaplain Procurement for 1943, announced by the Chief of Chap- 
lains 10 Jan. During the month of January the net gain in chaplains was 70 per 
cent. But additional chaplains in considerable number above this weekly accretion 
are needed at once. Chaplains on active duty can motivate applications for the 
chaplaincy among ministers of all denominations, irrespective of their own denomina- 
tion. The Chief of Chaplains looks to each chaplain to consider this a challenge to 
work for the procurement of additions to the Chaplains’ Corps. 

The Deputy Chief of Chaplains, Ch. (Col.) George F. Rixey, received the hon- 
orary degree of Doctor of Divinity from the American University, Washington, D. C., 
on the occasion of the university’s 50th Anniversary Convocation, Wednesday, 24 Feb. 

Chaplain (Brigadier General) William R. Arnold, Chief of Chaplains, 
United States Army, on 25 February, conferred with the Rt. Rev. Joseph 
jawlina, Bishop Ordinary of the Polish Armed Forces, and Lt. Col. Luis Alberto 
Tapia, Chief of Chaplains, Army of Bolivia, Bishop Gawlina, who has just returned 
from a tour of the battle fronts in Africa and Russia, reported his observations to 
Chaplain Arnold. 

Churches, colleges, religious orders and similar organizations which have lost 
the services of a clergyman through his becoming a chaplain in the Army will be 
eligible to receive certificates stating that fact and signed by the Chief of Chaplains, 
The document will contain the name of the church or organization and the name of the 
chaplain. Where a clergyman has entered the Chaplains Corps from the service of 
two or more independent churches, an award will go to each church. Where the clergy- 
man has served missions under supervision of a central church, the award will go to 
the church. The certificates will cover those who entered the service since the 
proclamation of the national emergency on 8 Sept. 1989, and will apply even though 
the clergyman no longer is with the armed forces. The certificates will be sent to the 
churches and other organizations and it will be unnecessary to make formal appli- 
cation. The Chief of Chaplains, however, will be glad to offer suggestions for presenta- 
tion ceremonies as well as assist in arranging for participation by a chaplain or other 
officer. 

Armed with nothing more formidable than a Bible and a hymn book, Army chap- 
lains on South Pacific fronts are ducking Jap bullets and bombs just as combat 
soldiers do, as they slip in and out of fox holes and trenches, talking about religion 
and about the folks back home. 

In a report recently made public, Chaplain Lennie 8, Dubberly, in Buna, stated 
that the men on the battle lines are much more religious than might be supposed, 
“They’ve told me they pray very often,” he added, “especially in the thick of the 
fight. My troops went into action 21 November,” he said. “I stayed with the battalion 
aid station, helping with the wounded, quieting as much as possible those who were 
shell shocked. Cigarettes and a drink of water seemed to help them. 

“TI visited the men in fox holes and slit trenches and talked with them. Many of 
the men said they missed the services we used to have back in camp, Often I would 
stop and talk to one man and it would not be very long before we'd have a group 
around, talking about religion and the folks back home. The men always thanked me 
for coming around and said I should come back whenever I could.” 


Temporary Navy Appointments—A new office has been set up in the Bureau of 
Naval Personnel to handle procurement of officers from enlisted sources. The new 
oflice’s principle objective will be the standardization of requirements. When the 
agency is in full operation it will examine the records of all personnel eligible for 
and recommended for temporary commissions and compile eligible lists. When a need 
arises for additional officers from enlisted sources, the detail office will merely call 
upon the office of procurement from enlisted sources for the necessary officers. 

Under the temporary promotion act all first class and chief petty officers and 
warrant and commissioned warrant officers are eligible for temporary appointments. 
Enlisted Naval Reservists of all grades are eligible for commissions in the Naval Re- 
serve. To sift the qualifications of these men it was felt that a permanent office was 
greatly to be preferred over a board, since a board meets but for a short time, examines 
the qualifications of a specified group, then makes its recommendations and adjourns, 
to be succeeded later by a new board which may proceed under entirely different 
precepts as to qualifications and number of commissions to be recommended. With ap- 
pointment of virtually every old warrant and chief warrant officer in the Navy to a 
temporary commission, few of the new temporary warrants have had any oppor- 
tunity to make records as such, and must be judged both on their enlisted and their 
warrant records. 


Fo’e’sle to Quarterdeck—With deadline for submission of applications by Navy 
warrant officers for appointment in the Regular Navy expired as of 1 March, Bureau 
of Naval Personnel officials estimated that they would have 500 to 600 requests for 
appointment on hand when all were tabulated. 

This number is in startling contrast to the situation before 27 June 1942, when 
the Navy for years could not get an application from a warrant officer to step down 
to ensign’s pay and rank in order to obtain a commission, 

Most of the applicants, like all regular warrant and commissioned warrant offi- 
cers, are now on duty as officers under temporary appointments. Applications are for 
the line and all staff corps and for all grades permitted—ensign, lieutenant (junior 
grade) and lieutenant. 

Next job of the Navy Department is to prepare examinations for each grade and 
for the line and the various staff corps. It is tentatively planned to hold these examina- 
tions about 15 May. Under the Act of 27 June 1942, which permits the appointments, 
appointments may be made until 27 June 1943 in any grade without regard to age or 
length of service. After that date, age and service limitations prescribed in the act 
apply. However, the department is not going to rush the tests, and if it appears that 
appointments cannot be made by 27 June, it will ask Congress to extend the period of 
grace, a request Congress is certain to grant. 

These first examinations were open to permanent warrant officers only. It may be 
that succeeding annual examinations, if the war continues, may be open to temporary 
warrants. Under the act appointments may be made in grades of lieutenant, Junior 
lieutenant, and ensign (and corresponding Marine Corps grades) and appointees suffer 
no loss of pay if appointed. 

The new law completes restoration of the ladder from the fo’c’sle to the quar- 
terdeck, which had broken down in the Navy in recent years. The first great advance 
was made in 1939 when regular commissions were opened to Navy and Marine Re- 
serve aviators. 

Meanwhile, it was revealed at Marine Corps headquarters this week that about

50 permanent Marine warrant and commissioned warrant officers have filed applica- 
tions for commissions as lieutenants or captains in the Regular Marine Corps. 

The Coast Guard, which was included in the provisions of the Act of 27 June 
1042 at its own request, has made no plans for appointments under the act. 


Navy Hydrographie Office—Naval and air warfare on the seven seas has resulted 
in a fifty-fold increase in the production of land and ocean charts by the Navy De- 
partment Hydrographic Office. Production of charts of all types is now exceeding 
the 2,000,000 a month mark, compared with a peak pre-war production of only 500,- 
000 annually. Approximately 3,000 separate areas of the world, including many 
enemy coast lines and interior points, have been charted by the Hydrographic Office. 
Because of the many strange places in which American fighting machines are forced 
to operate, the task of providing sailing and flying charts has taxed the facilities of 
the Hydrographic Office to the limit. 

One of the most important developments in chart making as the result of the 
war was in the aeronautical field. A tremendous expansion in the use of airplanes 
called for the same care in providing charts for airplane pilots as it did for the 
navigators of warships. 

By the time the United States entered the war American pilots were familiar 
with new “Approach and Landing” charts developed by the Hydrographic Office. 
These charts cover the current area of operation in the South Pacific and have been 
extended to take in other theatres of operation. Ultimately world coverage is ex- 
pected. Through the use of these unique charts it is possible for ordinary flyers to 
make safe landings in totally unfamiliar and obscure places. 


Medical Department—The appointment of students at medical, dental and veterinary 
schools within continental United States as second lieutenants in the Medical Admin- 
istrative Corps has been suspended by the War Department. Such students instead 
will be appointed in the enlisted reserve and those who now hold MAC commissions 
will be discharged and enlisted in the enlisted reserve. The purpose of the MAC ap- 
pointments was to hold medical students free of selective service liability until they 
complete their studies. Then they are permitted to enter the Army on active duty as 
a first lieutenant in the Medical Corps, Dental Corps or Veterinary Corps. Under the 
new plan these students will receive pay as enlisted men under the general college 
training program now being put into effect. 

Students attending medical, dental and veterinary schools outside continental 
United States may continue to be appointed in the MAC. 

With the Surgeon General of the Army, the Governor of Michigan and the com- 
manding general of the 6th Service Command present, the new 1,500-bed Percy Jones 
General Hospital was dedicated at Battle Creek, Mich., on 22 Feb. Col. Norman T. 
Kirk, MC, commands the new hospital. 

Use of flying ambulances for speedy evacuation of wounded to rear line hospitals 
where effective treatment is available recently was cited as one of the major advances 
in military medicine during the past twenty-five years, and, combined with the de- 
velopment of sulfanilimide drugs and blood plasma, mobile operating rooms, and 
many other items of vital equipment, make the soldier’s outlook today a happier one 
than has ever been known in all history. Predicting that flying ambulances may be- 
come the chief method of evacuating wounded from the front lines, Lt. Col. ©. B. 
Pedersen, speaking before the conference of the Advisory Council of the War De- 
partment’s Women’s Interests Section in Salt Lake City, stated that the modern 
evacuation method had an “enormous” effect on the morale of the troops. 

Discussing general medical service on a recent Army Hour, Brig. Gen. David N. 
W. Grant, Air Surgeon, U. 8. Army, declared that the toll of wounded fighting men, 
due to long periods of exposure and exhausting journeys, has been reduced to a 
minimum through use of aerial ambulances, each of which carries a flight surgeon 
or an Army nurse and a non-commissioned officer of the Medical Department. 


ter Corps—“Our troops in Africa are living on regular Army rations, 
supplemented by plenty of oranges, grapefruit and tangerines and a few vegetables 
provided by local farms and orchards,” according to Maj. Gen, Edmund B. Gregory, 
Quartermaster General of the United States Army, who has just returned from an 
inspection tour of Army installations in Ireland, England and North Africa. 

Stating that our troops in these three areas are well taken care of and will con- 
tinue to be supplied with adeqtate quantities of food, clothing and other essentials, 
General Gregory pointed out such supply was carried out despite long and difficult 
supply lines and the lack of good ports in North Africa. He stated that there is little 
fuel in North Africa, and adequate supplies of coal, gasoline and oil are essential. 
Most of the needed coal is sent from Great Britain, while gasoline and fuel oil are 
shipped chiefly from America. 

Capt. Edward J. Geldermann, QMC, this week was designated Adjutant of the 
San Antonio Quartermaster Depot. Previous to his new assignment, Captain Gelder- 
mann was Plans and Training Officer and Director of Unit Training. Maj. David 
B®. Bradford, Oav., formerly Adjutant, is now assigned to the Third Army Head- 
quarters. 

Activation of the first Quartermaster Unit Training Center in Army 
history involved a task of first magnitude for Col. George E. Hartman, com- 
mandant of the new center located at Vancouver Barracks, Wash. A long distance 
telephone call from the Quartermaster General 13 Dec. set Colone] Hartman into ac- 
tion consisting of reconnaissance, organization and training planning, even before the 
plan for activating the Center was approved by the Army staff. 

Travelling by air in cross-continent hops Colonel Hartman wa sable to collect his 
crew, name the site, submit plans and requisition of supplies and actually get train- 
ing under way by 11 Jan., one day after the actual orders creating the center was 
published by the War Department. Thirty days after the activation a twenty-eight 
piece band played the first formal retreat parade for the first class of trainees to 
complete their basic military training and be assigned to one of the sixteen technical 
schools where they will study before entering their final month of tactical training 
as units. 


Bureau of Yards and Docks—A new training center for U. 8S. Navy Construction 
Battalions at Davisville, R. I., named in honor of the late Rear Adm. Mordecai T. 
Endicott, “father” of the Civil Engineer Corps of the Navy, will be dedicated 4 April. 
Mrs. Endicott, widow of the eleventh Chief of the Bureau of Yards and Docks, of 
which the Construction Battalions are now a sub-division, will be invited to attend the 
dedication as a guest of honor. 
Recenty constructed on a site near Providence, R. I., Camp Endicott is a train- 


ing station for Construction Battalions which have had preliminary training at Camp 
Peary, Va. Camp Endicott also has facilities to give the preliminary training if re- 
quired. After learning the primary lessons of military discipline in recruit training, 
they go to Camp Endicott to learn how to handle such weapons as the trench mortar, 
the machine gun and carbine. Skilled artisans and craftsmen when they enter the 
service, the men of the ““eabees” must also learn how to defend themselves in case 
of enemy attack on the “aval outposts they may construct in war areas. 

Camp Endicott can accommodate 10 Construction Battalions in addition to the 
Station force, a total of about 13,000 men. The camp is commanded by Capt. Fred 
I’, Rogers, USN-Ret., of Newport, R. I. 


Ordnance Department—Critical material, time, and labor are saved by a new method, 
developed by a commercial company, of sizing the body of a 4.2 chemical mortar shell 
by hydraulic pressure instead of turning it on a lathe, the War Department announced 
this week. The process, known as hydro-sizing, is applicable to other types of artil- 
lery shells. 

Sizing the inside of a shell to exact dimensions by the use of 12 lathes on tubular 
steel is slow, highly skilled work. In hydro-sizing, the operation is performed by a 
machine using hydraulic pressure. This method saves 24% in material, or 205 tons 
of metal on each 100,000 shells and reduces time required from six minutes per shell 
by the old method to 30 seconds per shell. 


Army Nurse Corps—Placing Army nurses on the same bases as commissioned 
officers without dependents, a recent Army order provides that funds no longer will 
be authorized for the operation of a nurses’ mess from Army hospital funds. Such 
funds accrued up to 31 Dec. 1942, will be transferred to the chief nurse of the hospital 
as custodian of a fund to be expended solely for the benefit of the nurses, 


Marine Corps—At Camp Gillespie, Calif. The first major to undergo this Marine Para- 
chute Training is Maj. Victor H. Krulak, USMC. Bronzed and hardened from the 
six weeks of rigorous Paramarine training, he stood in line with the rest of the men 
to receive a diploma which signified his completion of the course and officially desig- 





nated him a Marine Paratrooper.

Our air- 
craft successfully bombed the airdrome build- 
ing area and returned to base. 

Kai Islands: Toeal: Our medium bombers 
attacked the enemy-occupled town in two 
waves, starting fires and causing heavy dam- 
age among buildings. 

Northeastern Sector: New Britain: Rabaul: 
Our heavy bombers attacked enemy shipping 
and shore installations just before dawn, 
scoring three direct hits with 500-pound 
bombs on a cruiser or large destroyer and 
hits within twenty-five feet of a 7,000-ton 
cargo vesesel. Fires were started along the 
waterfront and in Atalikikun Bay two schoon- 
ers were strafed from a low altitude. Intense 
anti-aircraft fire was encountered throughout 
the attack. 

Cape Gloucester: One of our heavy units 
bombed the airdrome. 

New Guinea: Lae: One of our heavy units 
bombed the town at night. During the day 
our medium units bombed and strafed Angari 
and Yanga villages. There was no attempt at 
interception. 

Mubo Area: Our attack planes executed 
morning and afternoon sweeps over enemy- 
occupied territory in the vicinity of Wipain- 
ing, Waipali, Guadagasal and Mubo villages. 
Our air attacks are forcing the enemy back 
from his forward positions in the direction of 
Mubo. 

Waria River Area: Our attack units, shut- 
tling back and forth for eight hours, during 
the night harassed the occupied villages of 
Bau, Zaka, Dona, and Zappa.

Kaukenau: One of our heavy units bombed 
the enemy-occupied town, 

Northeastern Sector: New Irleand: Cape St. 
George: One of our heavy units bombed ene- 
my shipping off the coast. 

New Britain: Rabaul: Our heavy bombers 
executing a pre-dawn attack on enemy ship- 
ping in the harbor area scored a direct hit 
from extremely low altitude on a 10,000-ton 
cargo vessel and several damaging near-hits 
within twenty feet of two small enemy war- 
ships. A larger warship southeast of Cape 
Gazelle was attacked and, in its violent ef- 
forts to escape, ran aground on reefs, Heavy 
anti-aircraft fire and dense searchlight 
screens were encountered, but there was no 
interception. All our planes returned. 

Powell Point: One of our heavy bombers 
attacking a small enemy cargo vessel was in- 
tercepted by three enemy fighters and shot 
down one, 

Open Bay: One of our heavy bombers on 
reconnaissance was attacked by thirteen ene- 
my fighters, shot down four Zeros in flames 
and returned safely to base. 

New Guinea: Madang: One of our heavy 
units bombed the airdromes. 

Lae Area: Our medium bombers attacked 
enemy occupied villages in the area, Five 





hundred and 1,000 pound bombs inflicted 
heavy damage in Angari and Yanga, starting 
large fires visible for twenty miles. Malahang 
airdrome and village were strafed. Heavy 
fires were started in Lae itself. 

Mubo Area: Our attack planes twice exe- 
cuted bombing and strafing sweeps along 
trails from Waipori to Komiatum. 

Waria River: Our attack planes swept the 
enemy-occupied area from Zappa to Kobo 
with machine-gun fire in eighteen strafing 
runs. 

26 Feb. 

Northwestern Sector: Dutch New Guinea: 
Babo: One of our heavy bombers scored a di- 
rect hit on the bow of a 4,000-ton cargo ves- 
sel. 

Northeastern Sector: New Britain: Rabaul: 
In an early morning attack for the fourth 
successive night our heavy bombers struck at 
enemy shipping in the harbor at Vunakanav 
airdrome and the town area. Three cargo ves- 
sels of limited size were bombed and either 
directly hit or near-hit from low altitude and 
an 8,000-ton ship resembling a seaplane tender 
was badly damaged by four bombs. When 
last seen it was heading for shore and settling 
by the stern. Other results were unobserved 
in the glare of searchlights. Only slight anti- 
aircraft fire was encountered.

Gasmata: Our heavy bombers attacked the 
airdrome runway and dispersal areas. 

Cape Gloucester: One of our heavy unites 
bombed the runway. 

New Guinea: Alexieshafen: One of our 
heavy units attacked a cargo ship of limited 
size in the harbor, scoring two direct hits or 
close misses with 500-pound bombs. 

Mubo Area: Our attack planes bombed 
Guadagasal Assadle and heavily strafed at low 
altitude the trails to Komiatum and Sala- 
maua, 

Waria River: Our attack planes machine- 
gunned the airfield and building area from 
tree-top height. 

Kumusi-Opi Rivers Area: In mopping-up 
operations against stragglers our patrols 
have killed an additional sixty of the enemy. 


27 February 

Northwestern Sector: Reconnaissance ac- 
tivity only. 

Northeastern Sector: New Britain: Powell 
Point: One of our heavy units bombed three 
small vessels of 1,000 tons or less, scoring 
damaging near misses. 

Gasmata: Our heavy units in two waves 
bombed the airdrome runway and dispersal 
areas, dropping ten tons of bombs, causing 
wide damage. 

New Guinea: Wewak: Our heavy bombers 
attacked the airdrome and shipping in the 
harbor shortly before dawn, scoring a direct 
hit and two near misses at low level with 
00-pound bombs on a 5,000-ton cargo vessel. 
Explosions on the runway, in dispersal areas 
and among grounded aircraft are believed to 
have caused wide damage. 

Lae: Our heavy bombers in two waves at- 
tacked the airdrome and adjacent shore in- 
stallations, bombing and strafing from low 
altitude. 

Mubo Area: Our attack planes bombed and 
strafed Guadagasal Saddle and Wipaining- 
Waipali trail in two daylight attacks. They 
then swept the Waria River area from Zappa 
to Kobo.

Northwestern Sector: Darwin: One of our 
fighters intercepted and shot down an enemy 
bomber on reconnaissance. 

Northeastern Sector: Solomons: Bougain- 
ville: Our medium bombers executed night 
raids on airdromes at Buina and Buka. One 
of our heavy units bombed an 8,000-ton cargo 
ship approaching Buka passage. The vessel 
apparently was damaged and reduced speed, 
with smoke issuing from the bow. 

New Britain: Rabaul: Despite extremely 
poor weather conditions, for the eighth suc- 
ceessive night, one of our bomber units again 
was over the area in a harassing raid lasting 
three hours.

An enemy post at Wibaining was surprised 
and enemy troops occupying it killed. Our 
attack planes bombed and strafed the Ko- 
miatum track. 

Wau: Enemy bombers with strong fighter 
escort made repeated attempts to attack the 
airdrome. In a series of air battles lasting 
throughout the day the enemy was completely 
defeated and swept from the air. Forty-one 
enemy planes were shot down, either com- 
pletely destroyed or seriously damaged. 
Thirty-three of these were fighters and eight 
bombers. Two of the latter were brought 
down by our anti-aircraft fire. Our losses were 
negligible. 

1 March 

Northwestern Sector: Dutch New Guinea: 
Merauke: A single enemy float-plane dropped 
two bombs in the area without damage or 
casualties. 

Timor: Kupang: Our long range fighters 
swept over the Penfoei airdrome at ground 
level just after dawn, completely surprising 
the enemy. Eighteen thousand rounds of can- 
non and heavy machine-gun fire were poured 
into enemy aircraft caught on the field, com- 
pletely destroying four bombers and nine 
fighters and seriously damaging and prob- 
ebly destroying an additional bomber and 
eight fighters. Anti-aircraft and machine-gun 
positions were silenced and fires started in 
the building area. Three enemy fighters, all 
that apparently remained after the disaster 
on the ground, attempted interception as our 
aircraft left the target area. One was shot out 
of action by cannon shells and the others 
were driven off. All our planes returned. 

Kai Islands: Toeal: Our medium bombers 
raided the enemy town, causing heavy damage 
among the buildings with direct bomb hits 
and strafing attacks. 

Northeastern Sector: New Guinea: Finsch- 
hafen: One of our heavy units bombed the 
airdrome. 

Lae: One of our heavy units bombed the 
airdrome. 

Milne Bay: Several enemy aircraft, in a 
night raid, dropped bombs harmlessly in the 
bay. 





Wau-Mubo: Our forward elements have 
driven the enemy from the Waipaining-Wai- 
pali area. Seventy cadavers were counted in 
one locality, with many uncounted dead scat- 
tered in the scrub. Our air attacks have ap- 
parently been effective against personnel. The 
enemy now has been thrown back approxi- 
mately thirty miles from the scene of his de- 
feat at Wau. 

Australia: Our air reconnaissance over the 
past weeks reports a constant and growing 
reinforcement in all categories of enemy 
strength in the island perimeter enveloping 
the upper half of Australia. The enemy seems 
to be concentrating his main effort in prepara- 
tion on this front. Such an assemblage of ma- 
jor force indicates he is taking up a position 
in readiness. 

2 March 

Northwestern Sector: Sumba Island: Wain- 
gapoe: One of our heavy units bombed enemy 
shipping in the harbor of Waingapoe on the 
Island of Sumba, west of Timor. 


Northeastern Sector: New Guinea: Alexis- 
hafen: One of our heavy units bombed the 
airdrome. 

Mubo area: Our attack planes bombed and 
strafed the trails from Guadagasal to Sala- 
maua, 


Waria River: Our ground patrols surprised 
and destroyed four large barges in river 
mouth. 

New Britain: Talasea: One of our recon- 
naissance planes reported an enemy convoy 
of fourteen vessels off Talasea, moving under 
cover of an advancing weather front, toward 
the north coast of New Guinea, Our air force 
is preparing to attack if the weather permits. 


3 March 

The battle of the Bismarck Sea now has 
been decided. We have achieved a victory of 
such completeness as to assume the propor- 
tions of a major disaster to the enemy. His 
entire force was practically destroyed. His 
naval component consisted of 22 vessels, com- 
prising 12 transports and 10 warships—cruis- 
ers or destroyers. 

They represent tonnage estimated at ap- 
proximately 90,000 tons. All are sunk or sink- 
ing. His air coverage of this naval force has 
been decimated and dispersed, 55 of his planes 
having been shot out of combat and many 
others damaged. His ground forces, estimated 
at probably 15,000 destined to attack in New 
Guinea, have been sunk or killed almost to a 
man, 

The original convoy of 14 ships was joined 
during the afternoon by eight other vessels. 
Our air force in all categories constantly at- 
tacked throughout the day and ship after 
ship was again and again hit with heavy 
bombs from low altitudes. 

Enemey air coverage became weaker and 
weaker; his forces more scattered and dis- 
persed; and finally his remnants, isolated and 
bewildered, were gradually annihilated by our 
successive air formations as we sent them into 
combat. 

Our losses were light, one bomber and three 
fighters shot down and a number of others 
damaged but returned to base. 

Our decisive success cannot fail to have 
most important results on the enemy’s stra- 
tegic and tactical plans. His campaign for 
the time being at least is completely dislo- 
cated.

24 February 

Following heavy fighting which has con- 
tinued for the past three days in the area 
north and northwest of Kassarine, American 
and British forces, after successfully holding 
the enemy's attacks, forced his withdrawal 
in this sector, Our infantry and armored 
unite were in contact with the enemy through- 
out the day, inflicting heavy casualties, tak- 
ing many prisoners and securing some aban- 
doned enemy material. 

Continuing attacks throughout the day were 
made by our fighters and bombers on the 
withdrawing enemy column; a number of 
enemy motor vehicles were destroyed in the 
battle area, 

In the Essadour area west of Ousseltia an 
enemy attack was successfully repulsed. 

In the northern sector our offensive patrol 
activity continued. 

Our fighters also maintained offensive 
patrols over forward areas. Three enemy 
fighters were shot down, 

On the night of 22-23 Feb. our bombers 
raided Bizerte. Yesterday, among other tar- 
gets, an enemy airfield near Kairouan was 
bombed. 

In a sea sweep off the Tunisian coast 
bombers sank five covered barges carrying 
motor transport. Fighter escort destroyed one 
enemy aircraft. 

From all these operations eight of our air- 
craft are missing, but one of the pilots is safe. 
Two of our aircraft previously reported 
missing are safe. 


25 February 

The enemy continued his withdrawal from 
the pass northwest of Kasserine, where our 
forward elements were in contact with the 
enemy, 

Our patrols pressing forward in the Sbiba 
area were engaged by enemy artillery. 

French troops have cleared several pockets 
of resistance which remained from a recent 
enemy attack. A number of Italian troops 
were captured while acting as rearguards to 
the Germans. 

Our fighters and light bombers, following 
the enemy withdrawal in Central Tunisia, 
made repeated and heavy attacks on motor 
transport, troops and road and rail commu- 
nications. Many vehicles were destroyed in 
these attacks.

Enemy aircraft dropping bombs behind our 
lines were engaged by our fighters and one of 
them was destroyed. 

During the night of 23-24 Feb. roads and 
other targets behind the enemy lines were 
bombed. Yesterday our bombers attacked 
the airfield at Tunis. Many hits were seen 
among aircraft on the ground, a number of 
which were left burning. : 

Seven enemy fighters were shot down as 
well as one transport aircraft, From all these 
operations six of our aircraft are missing. 
One of our aircraft previously reported mis- 
sing is safe. 

In the Bighth Army area our armored cars 
carried out active patrolling east of the Mar- 
eth Line. 

26 February 

Kasserine Pass is now in our hands. British 
and American infantry, supported by tanks, 
successfully attacked enemy rear-guards and 
forced the withdrawal of all enemy forces 
still in the pass. 

We now also hold the high ground to the 
northeast and southwest of the pass. 

Throughout the day our forward troops 
maintained close contact with the enemy, who 
had heavily mined roads in an endeavor to 
cover their retrent. 

Our patrols followed up the enemy’s with- 
drawal in the Sbiba area and advanced ten to 
fifteen miles, 

In a successful raid north of Bou Arada 
casualties were inflicted on the enemy and 
prisoners were taken. 

During the day our fighters carried out 
sweeps and patrols over the whole Tunisian 
front, in the course of which attacks were 
made on enemy vehicles and one enemy fight- 
er was destroyed. 

Fighter bombers attacked motor transport 
and landing grounds near Gabés, 

On the night of 24-25 Feb. Bisleys, continu- 
ing attacks on enemy withdrawing forces, 
bombed targets at and near Sbeftla and Gasfa. 
An ammunition dump was hit and fires were 
left burning at both places. 

Heavy and medium bombers from the Mid- 
die Bast bombed Gabés and the Mareth Line. 

Yesterday Flying Fortresses escorted by 
Lightnings and covered by Spitfires bombed 


‘docks at Bizerte. Fires were started in dock 


areas. 

Two enemy planes were shot down by the 
escorts. Three of our aircraft are misisng 
from all these operations. 

One of our aircraft previously reported 
missing has returned to base and the pilot of 
another is safe. 

27 Feb. 

Allied forces continued to follow up the 
enemy in the area north of Kasserine. 

A lull in the northern sector was broken 
yesterday by a series of enemy attacks in 
the areas of Djebel Mansour, Bou Arada and 
south of Medjez el Bab, all of which were re- 
pulsed successfully by Allied forces, 

In the Mateur Beja valley, about fifteen 
miles northeast of Beja, there also was an 
enemy attack supported by tanks. During 
these actions the enemy suffered heavy 
casualties and over 400 prisoners were taken. 

In one enemy attack seven of their tanks 
were destroyed and one British tank was lost. 
The fighting continues. 

In the Mareth sector forward elements of 
the British HBighth Army established posi- 
tions immediately south of the Mareth Line 
without serious opposition. 

To counter an enemy thrust in the north 
fighter planes and fighter-bombers made at- 
tacks on concentrations of enemy vehicles and 
tanks. 

Offensive patrols were made by our fighter 
planes in Central Tunisia, and one locomo- 
tive was destroyed near Tozeur. 

In the south our light and medium bomb- 
ers continued their attacks on the Mareth 
Line and the enemy's airfields. 

On the night of 25-26 Feb. our bombers at- 
tacked the docks at Bizerte. 

Yesterday targets at Cagliari, in Sardinia, 
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were bombed. Hits were seen on docks, rail- 
road yards, industrial buildings and on an 
airfield. 

North of Sicily enemy convoys were at- 
tacked by our bombers, and one large supply 
ship was set afire. Three enemy aircraft were 
destroyed yesterday and additional reports 
show that two more were destroyed 25 Feb. 

Five of our aircraft are missing. 


28 Feb. 

First Army: In Northern Tunisia the ene- 
my continued to make a series of attacks 
over a wide front from the sea coast at Cape 
Serrat to Djebel Mansour. 

Allied forces were successful in holding the 
enemy in every instance. In the course of the 
fighting heavy casualties in men and ma- 
terial were inflicted on the enemy. 

The total number of prisoners taken since 
26 Feb. now exceeds 850. 

In the Kasserine area the enemy withdrawal 
continues, 

Kighth Army: Our forward elements were 
in contact with the enemy in the area south 
of Mareth. There was little enemy activity, 
apart from intermittent artillery fire. 

Air: Throughout the day attacks were 
made on enemy concentrations and motor 
transport in the northern battle area by 
fighter-bombers and fighters. Many vehicles 
were destroyed. 

Medium bombers also attacked enemy con- 
centrations and shot down one enemy fighter. 

In Southern Tunisia the enemy airfield at 
Gabés was bombed on the night of 26-27 Feb. 

Attacks on enemy landing grounds were 
continued by fighter-bombers yesterday. 

Eleven enemy aircraft were destroyed in 
combat in this sector. 

From all these operations two of our air- 
craft are missing, but one pilot is safe. 

Further reports of attacks by our bombers 
on an enemy convoy south of Sicily on 26 Feb. 
show that one enemy vessel was sunk and 
three more were left on fire. 


1 Mar. 

In Southern Tunisia our patrols yesterday 
continued their advance from the Kasserine 
Pass and toward Sbeitla without meeting 
with any opposition from the enemy. 

In the north the enemy continued his at- 
tacks generally on a reduced scale. Northeast 
of Beja, however, attacks on our positions 
continued all day, the enemy throwing in 
tanks and infantry in an effort to pierce our 
positions, These attacks were in every case 
thrown back, the enemy suffering heavy losses 
both in men and tanks. 

On the Eighth Army front our patrols were 
in contact with the enemy. Otherwise there 
was nothing to report. 

In the northern sector fighter-bombers and 
fighters made many attacks on enemy vehicles 
and troops and direct hits were seen on a 
number of trucks and among tanks. Medium 
bombers attacked targets at Mateur. One en- 
emy fighter was destroyed. 

In the Gabés area our fighter-bombers con- 
tinued their heavy attacks on enemy landing 
grounds and troop concentrations. One en- 
emy fighter was destroyed and it is now 
known that another was destroyed in pre- 
vious operations in this area. 

Flying Fortresses bombed objectives at 
Cagliari in Sardinia, Hits were observed on 
ships, docks and warehouses and on the rail- 
road yards. Medium bombers attacked rail- 
roads, bridges and roads between Sousse and 
Sfax. Five enemy fighters were shot down 
during bomber operations. 

From these and previous operations twelve 
of our aircraft are missing. 


2 Mar. 

Sbeitla is in our hands, 

Allied forces, continuing their successful 
advance in the area twenty miles northeast 
of Kasserine, occupied Sbeitla 1 March and 
penetrated three miles east of the town. 

In Northern Tunisia recent widespread en- 
emy attacks have lost their momentum. 

Details of enemy casualties during the past 
three days show that he has paid a heavy 
price in men and material and has been held 
in all sectors. A considerable number of en- 
emy tanks has been destroyed. 

Attacks on enemy vehicles by Hurricane 
bombers and Spitfires were continued in the 
northern sector yesterday and medium bomb- 
ers again attacked targets at Mateur,. 
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In the southern sector our fighters attacked 
objectives in the Mareth area. 

On the night of 28 Feb.-1 March our bomb- 
ers attacked the docks at Bizerte. 

Yesterday Flying Fortresses made two at- 
tacks on objectives in Palermo, in Sicily. 
Many bombs were seen to burst in the harbor 
area and several ships were hit. 

Railroad bridges at La Hencha, between 
Sousse and Sfax, were bombed from low 
level. 

Twenty-five enemy aircraft were destroyed 
during yesterday and two during the night 
of 28 Feb.-1 March. 

From all these operations four of our air- 
craft are missing.

2 Mar. 

The United States Army Air Force in China 
supporting Chinese Army ground elements on 
the Salween front continued their constant 
harassing of Japanese lines of communica- 
tion and installations in Northern Burma 
and Yunnan. 

Between 11 and 17 Feb. P-40s strafed tugs 
and barges near Bhamo Ferry, installations 
and trucks near Lungling and military stores 
in the vicinity of Lameng. An enemy motor 
convoy near Wanliakwa was also attacked 
and barracks at Laochai were strafed. In the 
Keng Tung area on 18 Feb. seven trucks 
loaded with troops were burned and de- 
stroyed, causing heavy casualties. Barracks 
and other installations also were damaged 
by strafing. 

Lashio, starting point for enemy action in 
Northern Burma, was again attacked 19 Feb. 
by P-40s which concentrated their action on 
the Namtu Mines, causing severe damage, 
and followed by strafing Lashio and the Sal- 
ween River road, destroying ten cars and 
trucks. 

On 21 Feb. combat reconnaissance planes 
destroyed three trucks, two boats and one 
barge at Bhamo and Mangshih. The follow- 
ing day two trucks were strafed at Lungling. 

B-25s with P-40 escort attacked Mangshih, 
concentration point for troops and material, 
on the afternoon of 28 Feb., scoring many 
hits in the target area and starting two large 
fires. 

One pursuit ship was lost during these 
various missions, However, the pilot is known 
to be safe. All other aircraft returned with- 
out incident. 


U. 8S. HQ., NEW DELHI 
24 February 

A small formation of enemy bombers es- 
corted by fighters attacked the American air 
base at Assam from a high altitude on the 
afternoon of 23 Feb. 

The attack represented the first Japanese 
offensive action against a United States base 
since a series of raids on our Indian bases 
last October, when losses forced the enemy 
to resort to the defensive. 

No material damage was caused. Casual- 
tiees were slight. 

A belated report of our fighter activities 
21 Feb, states two locomotives at Meza were 
strafed. One engine blew up and another was 
damaged. Both planes returned safely. 


25 Feb. 

A strong formation of Japanese bombers 
escorted by fighters this morning (25 Feb.) 
again attacked American air bases in Assam. 
They were intercepted by fighters of the 
Tenth United States Air Force. A preliminary 
report states that of the thirty planes in the 
enemy formation, six were known to have 
been destroyed, twelve were probably de- 
stroyed and others were damaged. 

All our planes returned to their bases with- 
out damage. 

The few bombs that fell on one of our bases 
did no damage whatsoever. 

On 23 Feb. fighters of this same force, 
armed with light bombs, attacked the 200- 
foot railroad bridge ten miles west of Myit- 
kyina, Pilots reported one span was com- 
pletely out and the second span was sagging. 

Yesterday, 24 Feb., other of our fighters 
armed with light bombs attacked a 150-foot 
steel bridge six miles northeast of Pinbaw. 
The pilots reported one span destroyed, as 
well as 200 feet of the adjoining track. On 
the opposite end of the bridge thirty feet of 
track were destroyed. 

In these operations our planes sustained 
no damage. 

26 Feb. 

Amplified but still incomplete details of the 
attack by Japanese aircraft against Ameri- 
can bases in Assam Province 25 Feb. indi- 
cate an even more decisive victory by fighters 
of the Tenth United States Air Force than 
contained in preliminary reports. 

The area over which the air battle took 
place is some 300 square miles in extent and 
consequently there was a delay in investigat- 
ing reports on crashed enemy planes for pur- 
poses of confirmation. 

Latest messages state that the enemy pro- 
tective fighter force was much larger than 
first reported and that photographic planes 
accompanying the bombers and fighters 
brought the enemy air strength to forty-six 
aircraft.

It is now reported that six enemy bombers 
and three fighters are confirmed as destroyed 
and the score of probables has risen to twenty. 
Observers have reported that when the big 
battle ended only nine Japanese aircraft were 
to be seen flying back to their bases. 

The total damage by the enemy is now 
stated to have been confined to a tea planter’s 
bungalow and fatal injuries to one workman. 

Following a series of dog-fights in which 
we sustained no losses many of our planes 
after landing were refueled and armed with 
light bombs to resume offensive missions 
against the enemy in Northern Burma. 

At Hukawny Valley one enemy camp was 
reported completely destroyed and a second 
camp damaged. A locomotive west of Myit- 
kyina was attacked and damaged. 

Heavy bombers from our southeast Indian 
bases yesterday again attacked Myitgne 
Bridge, which the Japanese are attempting to 
restore to service. Damage was reported. 

A delayed report of the raid by our heavy 
bombers on Rangoon in the early morning of 
23 Feb. states damage was caused in the dock 
area and five large fires were left burning, 
one of which was visible forty miles away. 

From these several operations all our air- 
eraft returned safely. 


1 Mar. 

Heavy bombers of the Tenth United States 
Army Air Force Saturday attacked the 
Pazundaung railroad bridge north of Ran- 
goon. It is a bridge consisting of two 250- 
feet spans across a creek, and is the sole rail 
link between Rangoon and Northern Burma. 
Bombs were seen to straddle the target and 
at least two near hits were reported, but the 
extent of the damage is unknown, 

On Sunday fighters armed with bombs and 
machine guns attacked targets in Northern 
Burma. At Tiangzup a bridge was destroyed 
and bombs were dropped among buildings, 
but due to rain and low clouds results were 
not observed. At Nsopzup anti-aircraft ma- 
chine guns were silenced and two trucks were 
strafed and set on fire. A few buildings re- 
maining undamaged after previous attacks 
were bombed. 

From these operations all our aircraft re- 
turned safely. 

Another communique: 

Bombers of the Tenth United States Air 
Force on 27 Feb. attacked a 7,000-ton cargo 
ship south of Rangoon. Four direct hits and 
several near hits were observed. The attack 
was pressed home from an unusually low alti- 
tude and as our planes headed for home they 
reported the ship was listing sharply and 
on fire. 

Passengers were observed to be frantically 
lowering lifeboats and jumping into the sea. 
It is believed the vessel sank. 

From our bases in Assam on the same day 
a large force of our fighters armed with light 
bombs and machine guns made a concentrated 
attack on the Japanese base at Waingmaw in 
Northern Burma, Combined bombing and 
strafing attacks against warehouses and gaso- 
line and ammunition dumps resulted in ex 
plosions and fires. The entire town was 
clouded by black smoke, and returning pilots 
reported that fires could be seen sixty miles 
away. 

From both these operations all planes re- 
turned safely. 

The latest reports on the success of our 
fighters in intercepting an enemy mass raid 
on their bases on 25 Feb. state that the de 
struction of eight bombers and six fighters 
has now been confirmed, with an additional 
fourteen enemy planes claimed as probably 
destroyed. Others were damaged. 


2 Mar. 

Gokteik viaduct, one of the railroad engi- 
neering marvels of the Far East, has been 
attacked by heavy and medium bombers of 
the Tenth United States Air Force. 

This vital link in the railroad between Man- 
dalay and Lashio is 2,200 feet in length. Its 
many steel towers are buttressed on a natural 
bridge 550 feet above the river gorge. The 
tallest towers rise 320 miles from Mandalay 
and ninety-eight miles from Lashio, railheads 
of the Burma Road. Its denial to the enemy 
will cut his rail communications supplying 
troops attacking Chinese defenders along the 
Burma-Yunnan border. 

The viaduct was last attacked 24 Feb. with 
large caliber bombs. Direct hits and near-hits 
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were reported by the crews. Japanese fight- 
ers intercepted the planes en route home and 
in a running battle which lasted thirty min- 
utes one enemy plane was claimed as prob- 
ably destroyed and a second plane was dam- 
aged. 

All of our planes returned and one plane in 
formation which was forced to turn back by 
engine trouble before reaching the target re- 
leased its bombs on railroad rolling stock at 
Paukkan. Direct hits and considerable dam- 
age was claimed. 

On 28 Feb. our heavy bombers attacked the 
railroad yards at Thazi. Hits were reported 
on the main line and on sidings. All of our 
aircraft returned safely.

A joint communique: 

Flying Fortresses and Liberators today 


made their second daylight attack on Wil- 
helmshaven, Germany.

A joint communique: 

At 9:47 A.M. last Friday a Liberator air 
eraft of the United States Army Air Forces 
operating under orders of the Commander 
in Chief of the Coastal Command sighted a 
large enemy tanker in the Atlantic about 500 
miles southwest of Cape Finisterre. 

The ship was evidently trying to run the 
Allied Nations, blockade and was fully laden 
and steaming at about ten knots in a north- 
erly direction. The Liberator reported the 
enemy's position and then shadowed her for 
several hours. 

HMS Sussex (Capt. William Y. Beverly, 
RN), on receiving the aircraft's report, steered 
to intercept the blockade-runner. At 16 (4 
P.M.) the tanker was sighted at a distance 
of about nine miles and shortly afterward the 
Sussex opened fire. 

The enemy was set on fire from stem to 
stern and her crew abandoned the ship in 
four life boats. She continued to blaze until 
at 18:10 (6:10 P.M.) she finally sank. 

Owing to the presence of U-boats and Ger 
man Focke-Wulf aircraft which witnessed the 
incident, the Sussex did not attempt to pick 
up the survivors.

FA Pilot-Observers 


Officers without previous flying experi 
ence may now volunteer for training as 
Field Artillery liaison pilot-observers. 
Volunteers must be physically qualitied 
lieutenants or captains already commis 
sioned in or assigned to the Field Artil- 








lery who are not over 36 years of age or 
more than 170 pounds in weight. 

The course for organic air observation 
will consist of 10 weeks basic flying train- 
ing at an Army Air Force primary train- 
ing school, with five additional weeks to 
be spent in operational instruction as lial- 
son pilot-observers at the Field Artillery 
School, Fort Sill, Oklahoma. Classes of 50 
officers will open weekly. 

Upon successful completion of the basic 
flying training course, officers become Liai- 
son pilots. They receive flying pay for the. 
duration of the course. This pay is con- 
tinued upon an officer’s assignment to the 
Field Artillery Air Observation Section 
of a troop unit. 


Soldiers to Get “Hit Kits” 


Latest War Department innovation to 
boost the morale of soldiers at home and 
on the fighting fronts is the “Hit Kit,” 
a special packet of new song hits, con- 
taining the words and music to six popu- 
lar songs. 

To be issued each month, the “Hit 
Kits” will be mailed out in packets of 
fifty, on the basis of one to each 200 men, 
This will provide one copy of the words 
to each 4 or 5 men, and enough copies of 
the music for each instrument rack in 
the camp. Songs are chosen by a com- 
mittee of 21 Americans outstanding in 
radio and popular music who, for the first 
issue, released the following numbers: 
“This is the Army, Mister Jones” ; “There

Sixpence”; and “Praise The Lord and 
Pass the Ammunition.”

Transportation of Individuals 

A new edition of AR 55-125, which deals 
with sleeping car accommodations fur- 
nished to individuals, has been issued by 
the War Department under date of 9 Jan. 
1943. 

The regulation states that where sleep- 
ing-car accommodations are authorized 
transportation requests for them will be 
furnished for the entire trip, unless coach 
accommodations only are available at the 
beginning or end of the journey. 

The following persons when travelling 
under orders are entitled at public ex- 
pense to a lower berth in a standard 
sleeping car or a seat in a Pullman or a 
parlor car: 

1. Officers, including WAAC officers, Army 
nurses, warrant officers, and civilian em- 
ployees when travelling on duty with troops. 

2. Officers, including WAAC officers, and 
warrant officers ordered to a hospital, post, 
camp, or station, or transferred from one to 
another, for the purpose of undergoing medi- 
cal or dental treatment; also when returned 
therefrom to their last previous duty stations 
upon completion of the treatment. 

3. Cadets, USMA, aviation cadets, and non- 
commissioned officers of first, second, and 
third grades, when travelling individually 
or included in parties of nine persons or less 
(in counting the party include USMA and 
aviation cadets, enlisted men of all grades, 
applicants for enlistment and rejected appli 
cants for enlistment, but not officers, WAAC 
officers or warrant officers). 

4. Army nurses. 

5. Members of ROTC while travelling, ex- 
cept by organizations, to and from camps of 
instruction, when not paid travel allowances. 

6. Relative accompanying remains. 

7. Officers, including WAAC officers, and 
warrant officers not in a mileage status, 
travelling without troops, except that they 
are entitled to a separate compartment for 
night railway travel in foreign countries. 

&. Civilian candidates, CMTC, when trans- 
portation is furnished by the United States. 

9, Cadets discharged from the U. 8. Military 
Academy when travelling from the academy 
to their homes. 

10. Wives, dependent children and depen- 
dent parents whose transportation is author- 
ized, subject to certain restrictions on the 
number of berths for children. 

The following persons are entitled to 
tourist sleeping accommodations when 
the journey exceeds 12 hours and is sched- 
uled to terminate after midnight, or when 
the trip involves spending night on the 
train: 

1. Nine persons or less. 

a. NCOs below the third grade are entitled 
to a separate berth each in a tourist sleeping 
car; an upper if available, otherwise a lower. 

b. Enlisted man other than aviation cadets 
and NCOs, and /or applicants for enlistment 
and /or rejected applicants for enlistment are 
entitled to accommodations in a tourist sleep- 
ing car on the following basis: One person 
travelling individually will be furnished an 
upper berth if available, otherwise a lower. 
Parties of two to nine persons will be fur- 
nished accommodations on the basis of two 
persons in a lower berth, the extra person if 
any to be furnished an upper, or a lower if 
upper is not available. 

2. Ten persons or more 
officers and warrant officers) : 

a. Cadets, USMA, enlisted men (including 
aviation cadets and NCOs) and applicants 
for enlistment or rejected applicants are en- 
titled to accommodations in a tourist sleep- 
ing car on the basis of two persons to a lower 
berth, the extra person, if any, receiving an 
upper berth. If all lowers in a car are occu- 
pied on this basis, upper berths will be oc 
cupied until the car is filled, Additional cars 
will be occupied in the same manner. 

3. Whenever tourist-car berths are not 
available, standard-car berths will be fur- 
nished on the same basis as _ tourist-car 
berths. 

The regulations also cover transporta- 
tion of aliens nad evacuees; of physically 
disabled and insane persons, and of at- 
tendants with remains.

Brig. Gen. Hierome Lindsay Opie, 
president of the Staunton Leader Publish. 
ing Company, died at his home, Oaken- 
wold, Staunton, Va., 26 Feb, 1943. Inter- 
ment was in Thornrose Cemetery, Staun- 
ton, 27 Feb. 

General Opie's military career began in 1899, 
and was continuous from that year, with the 
exception of a brief residence in Baltimore, 
and the interval between World War I and 
reorganization of the Virginia National 
Guard, up to the date of retirement in 1933. 
It included the Mexican border campaign of 
1916 aml more than a year in France with 
the AEF, 

General Opie as a major was in command 
of the Third Battalion, 116th Inf., during the 
first World War and saw active service in the 
Vosges sector and the St. Mihiel and Meuse 
Argonne campaigns, being wounded in the 
latter engagement and winning the Distin- 
guished Service Cross, 

Among other military decorations awarded 
him were the Croix de Guerre with two palms; 
the French Legion of Honor, Chevalier; the 
Order of the Purple Heart, and the World 
War medal of the Sons of the American Revo- 
lution. 

In Oct, 1921, after at first declining the ap 
pointment, he was made colonel of the 116th 
Infantry, then in process of reorganization. 

General Opie, a son of the late Senator John 
N. Opie and Ida Fletcher Opie, of Staunton, 


is survived by his wife, Mrs. Mary Ranson 
Opie; Capt. Iierome L. Opie, jr., USMC, who

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Financial Digest 


The sentiment throughout the country 
toward Organized Labor is crystallizing 
in restrictive policies and legislation in 
Washington. Contributing to the increas- 
ing movement to this end are the wage 
threats of aviation workers on the Pa- 
cifie Coast, the stoppage of work by a 
CIO Union which, aceording to Vice Ad- 
miral John W. Greenslade, postponed the 
sailing of an important convoy last De- 
cember, and is said to be interfering with 
a minelayer construction program in his 
Naval District, and Secretary Knox’s 
statement that time lost in war plants 
because of absenteeism is many times 
greater than the time lost due to strikes 
and shutdowns, Chairman McNutt of the 
Manpower Commission and Director Nel- 
son of the War Production Board have 
agreed upon a plan which they expect 
will reduce absenteeism in industry. As 
this may not prove effective, the House 
Labor Committee has decided to make an 
inquiry on strikes, absenteeism, wage de- 
mands and other factors involved in La- 
bor relations. The House Rules Commit- 
tee has given the right of way for House 
action on the Hobbs bill making labor 
unions subject to prosecution under the 
1084 anti-racketeering Act if they use 
violence to interfere with interstate com- 
merce, Other measures, some of them 
drastic in character, are pending in com- 
mittees in both Houses. 

Concerning the deterring effect of ab- 
senteeism in war plants, Under Secretary 
Patterson made the statement that it re- 
sults in the loss of 4,010 airplanes an- 
nually, while Admiral Land said 100 ships 
a year are lost through absenteeism. 

Organized Labor is irate at the decision 
of the Labor Relations Board in the 
Boeing plant case. It is charging that 
Stabilization Director Byrnes unduly in- 
fluenced the representatives of the public 
on the Board to obtain their support for 
minor wage concessions instead of for 
full out compliance with the demands 





presented. 

The House is expected next week to 
pass the bill fixing the Nationa Debt limit 
at $210 billions. Attached to this bill is 
the amendment repealing the President’s 
decree limiting salaries to $25,000 (after 
taxes), and fixing them at their pre-learl 
Harbor level. The President is opposed 
to the amendment, but a combination of 
Republicans and conservative Democrats 
is expected to approve it. The House 
Ways and Means Committee has tenta- 
tively adopted a proposal for a 20 percent 
withholding tax on all salaries and wages, 
and it is said this will be applied to those 
in the Services whose pay is above a low 
figure yet to be fixed. The injustice of this 
proposal will be realized, especially in 
view of the small pay schedules in force 
for the several ranks and the application 
of income tax rates thereto. It is likely 
that the same policy may be applied as 
is now carried out in the case of the Vic- 
tory Tax—that is, full payment is made 
to the individual who must keep account 
of it until he makes his returns in March 
1944. Canada has put into force a decree 
to forego 50 percent of 1942 taxes on 
earned personal income, and this may 
serve as a compromise for the House 
Ways and Means Committee, which is 
considering the Rum! and similar pay-as- 
you-go plans. 


Wearing of ’Chutes 

A recent War Department order places 
responsibility for wearing of parachutes 
in airborne training and tactical opera- 
tions where airborne command units are 
transferred by aircraft upon the com- 
mander of such units, and states that em- 
ployment or non-employment of parachute 
equipment by airborne command troops 
transported by aircraft in theaters of op- 
eration will be the sole responsibility of 
the task force commander.

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“Katy” RR Sets Record in °42 


A record year in revenue, in rehabilita- 
tion of equipment, and in service to the 
war effort is chronicled in the preliminary 
annual report to the stockholders released 
this week by the Missouri-Kansas-Texas 
Railroad Company. Issued over the signa- 
ture of Mr. Matthew S. Sloan, chairman 
of the board and president of the road, 
the report, beautifully illustrated and re- 
plete with valuable and informing data, 
tells the story of what Katy accomplished 
during the past year for its stockholders, 
its customers, the territory it serves, and 
the Nation. 

“Revenues from the operation of the 
property,” Mr. Sloan reported, “were 
greater than in any year in the history of 
the present company. No less important 
was the remarkable efficiency attending 
these operations, together with the suc- 
cess of your management in meeting the 
unprecedented problems growing out of 
the war. In volume Katy’s freight traffic 
was approximately 73% and its passenger 
traffic approximately 167% greater than 
in the preceding year. For every ton of 
freight your company moved one mile in 
1942, it received approximately 1.01 cents. 
This is less than the average of 1.10 cents 
for the previous ten year period.” 

Military personnel represented 65% of 
the passenger travel, and its freight cars 
were jammed with war material. 

Katy’s total income for 1942 was $59,- 
086,746. Of this income $23,304,879 was 
used for wages and salaries, $4,065,898 
for taxes, $3,286,142 for locomotive fuel, 
$1,121,219 for depreciation, and $16,442,- 
226 for miscellaneous materials, rentals, 
ete. Of the balance $10,866,383 went for 
fixed and contingent charges and $4,985,- 
836 for interest on mortgages, etc., result- 
ing in a net income of $5,880,546. 


RCA Reports 

Net profit of Radio Corporation of 
America in 1942 was $9,002,437, compared 
with $10,192,716 in 1941, according to the 
Company's 23rd Annual Report released 
this week by Col. David Sarnoff, ORC, 
President of RCA. After payment of pre- 
ferred dividends, earnings per share of 
common stock were 41.7 cents compared 
with 50.2 cents per share for 1941. 

Operations for 1942 compared with 1941 
show an increase in gross income of 
24.2%, a decrease in net profit of 11.7%, 
and an increase in the number of per- 
sons employed of 14.4%. 

Indicating the upward trend of Federal 
Income Taxes accrued by the Company, 
provision for these taxes was $19,074,850, 
an increase of $2,701,250, or 16.5%, over 
the preceding year, and representing 67.9 
percent of income before Federal Income 
Taxes. These taxes in 1942 were equiva- 
lent to $1.37 per share on the outstanding 
common stock. 

Volume of business increased sharply, 
although net income was reduced because 
of higher taxes. In a message to the stock- 
holders, attention is called to the fact 
that aggressive prosecution of the war 
necessarily calls for increased taxation, 
and that every business and every worker, 
through the payment of taxes, shares in 
the successful conduct of the war. 

Describing the wartime operations of 
RCA as “geared to the national effort to 
speed the day of victory,” Lt. Gen. J. G. 
Harbord, Chairman, and David Sarnoff, 
President, representing the Board of Di- 
rectors, in a joint message to stockhold- 
ers said: 

“A year of hostilities has emphasized 
the great importance of radio in modern 
warfare. The heroism of the fighting men 
who have taken radio into combat has 
inspired those on the home-front to pro- 
vide them with the finest equipment that 
can be built. 

“Radio has many war duties which ex- 
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tend far beyond the field of combat. It 
links the United Nations, carrying his- 
toric and important dispatches. Broad- 
casting delivers war news to Americans 
everywhere and stimulates the war pro- 
gram at home. Short waves, ‘the Voice 
of Freedom,’ carry encouragement to the 
oppressed people of invaded nations, and 
bring radio programs to the soldiers and 


sailors overseas. Coordinated research, 
engineering and manufacturing have 


made these services efficient and reliable.” 





Merchant Marine 


The U. S. Maritime Commission this 
week awarded the Merchant Marine Dis- 
tinguished Service Medal to George 
Thornthwaite, of Port Arthur, Texas, 
who, while serving as second assistant 
engineer on a torpedoed tanker, dis- 
tinguished himself by rescuing a semi- 
conscious fireman from an engine room 
blazing with oil, and later, quelled a panic 
among the occupants of his lifeboat. 

Insurance for Workers 

A plan to encourage all shipyards to 
participate in group life insurance pro- 
grams for their workers has been ap- 
proved by the Maritime Commission. To 
be known as the Maritime Commission 
Standard Plan of Contributory Group In- 
surance, the plan will apply to all ship- 
yards working 100 per cent on Commis- 
sion contracts. Under it, workers earning 
less than $1.25 an hour may obtain life 
insurance coverage of $1,000, while those 
earning more than $1.25 per hour may he 
covered to the extent of $2,000, and may 
also receive health and accident benefits. 

Women Workers’ C'othing 

What the safely-dressed woman ship- 
yard worker will wear is now public 
knowledge; a series of conferences be- 
tween shipyard representatives working 


on Maritime Commission and Navy con- , 


tracts established a set of standards elim- 
inating most of the safety hazards pre- 
sented by women’s conventional attire. 
To be worn would be a tight-fitting ban- 
dana, (eliminating straggling hair) 
topped by a large hard safety hat, a 
coverall garment fitting close at the 
wrists and ankles, and safety type shoes 
of the same rugged construction as those 
worn by the men. 





Army Sea Duty 


The War Department has _ re-defined 
“sea duty” as applied to Army mine 
planters and other vessels, stating that 
commissioned officers, Army nurses, war- 
rant officers and enlisted men in the mili- 
tary service may count as sea duty such 
duty on board Army mine planters or 
other vessels while such vessels are ab- 
sent from their home ports on a voyage 
to another U. 8S. port, or from a U. 8S. port 
to a port outside the continental limits 
of the United States, or while operating 
in a harbor other than a home port, pro 
vided the personnel is assigned to duty 
with and receives rations and quarters 
aboard the vessels during such periods. 
Service on vessels operating exclusively 
in United States rivers, harbors, bays and 
inland waterways will not be considered 
as constituting sea duty, according to the 
re-interpretation. 





Marine Corps Pilots 


Marine Corps personnel who hold en- 
listed aviation pilot designation and who 
now are serving in chief warrant or war- 
rant grades under either permanent or 
temporary appointments, or in the first or 
second pay grades, may be temporarily 
commissioned in a rank comparable to 


that assigned to those who complete 
Navy aviation cadet training, it was 


learned this week. 

The temporary commission will be is 
sued on the basis of recommendations by 
present commanding officers as to suit- 
able officer material, and on the basis of 
a physical examination. It was pointed 
out that service may, in some instances, 
be allowed to compensate for the lack of 
a complete high school or higher educa- 
tion.

U.S. COAST GUARD 





O changes in the present objective of 

9,000 officers and 150,000 men for the 
Coast Guard are contemplated at present, 
it was revealed during hearings on the 
Supplemental Navy Department Appro- 
priation Bill for 1943, reported by the 
House Appropriations Committee this 
week. 

Additional funds are provided, how- 
ever, to permit the objectives to be 
reached more quickly. 

It is estimated that there will be an 
average of 3,845 more enlisted men dur- 
ing 1948 fiscal year than was originally 
planned. 

The present limitation of 150 on the 
number of enlisted men who may be as- 
signed to headquarters has been in- 
creased by the committee to 350 to enable 
the Coast Guard to meet a critical short- 
age of civilian clerical help. 

Indoctrination School 

Another group of Reserve officers re 
ported at the Coast Guard Indoctrination 
School, St. Augustine, Fla., on 4 March. 
Quotas for the class apportioned among 
the various districts and field command 
ers commands were: Headquarters, 6; 
Yard, 1; Inspectors, 2; Boston, 8; New 
York, 11; Philadelphia, 3; Norfolk, 8; 
Charleston, 2; Miami, 4; New Orleans, 3; 
St. Louis, 1: Cleveland, 1; Chicago, 1; 
Los Angeles, 3; San Francisco, 2; Seattle, 
2. and Academy, 1. 

Organize Training Institute 

Men not subject to the draft who have 
volunteered to assist regular Coast Guard 
forces in guarding vital waterfronts, will 
now be given a training course in the es- 
sentials of their work. To he known as the 
U. S. Coast Guard Volunteer Training 
Institute, the school will be quartered in 
the Law School of the University of 
Pennsylvania, whose president, Dr. 
Thomas 8. Gates, is a director of the in- 


stitute. The course of training will in- 
clude lecture series, small arms practice 
and detailed instruction in port security 
work. 

The executive director of the new in- 
stitute will be Amos J. Peaslee, of Clarks- 
boro, N. J., an expert on enemy sabotage 
and espionage techniques. During World 
War I, Mr. Peaslee was chief counsel in 
the successful prosecution of the suit 
brought against the German government 
for damages caused by the famous Black 
Tom and Kingsland explosions. He has 
now been commissioned a commander in 
the Coast Guard Temporary Reserve. 

Members of the Coast Guard Volunteer 
Security Force, who will attend the 
school, are recruited in several port cities 
to supplement regular Coast Guardsmen 
on patrol. The men, who are not paid, 
give 12 hours a week for guard duty on 
piers and along waterfront installations. 
As members of the Coast Guard Tem- 
porary Reserve, however, they carry arms 
while on duty and are subject to military 
discipline. The forces have attained con- 
siderable notice for their widespread pro- 
grams in Philadelphia and Seattle, and 
are expanding rapidly in other cities. 

Dr. A. C. Marts, head of the volunteer 
forces, has announced that Vice Adm. 
Russell R. Waesche, Coast Guard Com- 
mandant, has appointed the following as 
members of the Training Institute’s 
Board of Directors: Chairman, Philip T.

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Ask Highest Grades

General John J. Pershing, General of the 
Armies of the United States, is a debat- 
able point. If the act creating a Field 
Marshal were to establish that grade as 
the highest in the Army, the Field Mar- 
shal possibly would rank General Persh- 
ing. However, if it was established merely 
as a grade above full General, it would 
appear that the General of the Armies 
would rank, both because of his seniority 
and because his pay is greater than that 
which would be proposed for Field Mar- 
shal. 

Any attempt to create a rank above that 
held by General Pershing—and also held 
exclusively by such American military 
heroes as Grant, Sherman and Sheridan, 
the only other Generals of the Armies— 
would be certain to precipitate a hot fight 
in Congress and among the public. 

There is no precedent for an Admiral 
of the Fleet in the Navy. The only rank 
above Admiral the Navy ever has had has 
been that of “Admiral of the Navy” cre- 
ated by a special act of Congress specific- 
ally for Admiral Dewey.

One Field Marshal, Sir John Dill, one 
full admiral, Sir Percy Noble, and one air 
marshal, D. 8.

Air Marshal is one grade 
below air chief marshal. 

In explanation of the large number of 
Field Marshals, it should be remembered 
that the British Field Marshal, like our 
General of the Armies, does not retire, 
but remains on the active list as a re- 
ward for his services to the Empire. A 
number of the British Field Marshals are 
actually not now performing services for 
the War Office or the British Army. 





Control of Disease 


Pointing out that a better typhus vac- 
cine might mean the turning point in the 
war, officials of the U. 8. Public Health 
Service, testifying recently before a 
House Appropriations Sub-Committee, 
explained what use will be made of funds 
asked for in the first deficiency appro- 
priation bill for 1943, 

Of the $649,000 asked by the Public 
Health Service, it was explained, $85,5 
will go toward disease and sanitation in- 
vestigations, including $19,000 for typhus 
fever, $29,500 for yellow fever, $12,000 
for plague studies, $20,000 for blood 
plasma research, and $5,000 for the con- 
version of yellow fever ampules. 

Typhus fever is next in military im- 
portance to malaria, according to Public 
Health officials, who stated that while 
there may be recent cases of typhus in 
American troops in North Africa, there 
have been no other such cases reported 
among U. 8. military forces. In the whole 
area from Cairo, Egypt to Casablanca, it 
was stated, 200,000 cases of typhus have 
broken out in 1942 among both civilian 
and military populations, although none 
among U, 8S. troops, so far as is known. 

A joint Army-Navy-Public Health Ser- 
vice Committee left this country by clip- 
per about the middle of January to study 
the typhus situation in a number of for- 
eign countries, it was stated. The typhus 
germ is carried from a rodent reservoir, 
carried to the human by fleas, and trans- 
ferred from one human to another by 
body lice. 

Also discussed were work on bubonic 
plague studies, undertaken with the 
thought that American troops might go 
into India; conversion of yellow fever 
vaccine ampules to a more economical 
dose ; and blood plasma research, in order 
that blood collected may be correctly 
processed. 


World War II Benefits 


Legislation, H. R. 1749, providing that 
veterans of the present war shall have all 
the benefits now accorded veterans of 
World War I, was passed by the House 
this week, while a companion bill, S. 230, 








was reported by the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee. 

Existing law requires that veterans 
must have been discharged for disability 
incurred in line of duty or must be in 
receipt of pensions for service-connected 
disabilities in order to receive treatment 
or care for disabilities which the men af- 
fected are unable to prove have been in- 
curred in or aggravated by active mili- 
tary or naval service.

Bases in Pacific 


Revelation that the United States has 
a strong new air base on the Island of 
Upolu, in the Samoa group in the South 
Pacific came this week when Secretary 
of the Navy Knox stated the base was 
“one of our stepping stones in the 
Pacific.” 

Expressing agreement with members of 
Congress who have urged immediate 
negotiations toward obtaining perma- 
nent American control of strategic island 
bases in the Pacific, Secretary Knox, 
while denying that the United States is 
“grabbing for territory,” stated this coun- 
try is interested in acquiring naval and 
air bases upon Pacific islands so as to 
preserve peace after the war. 

Mr. Knox said the Island of Upolu is 
under New Zealand management, and 
that the United States had no formal 
lease on the air base, which he described 
as having a runway 1,000 feet wide, and 
6,000 to 7,000 feet long. 

Stating that Japan has proved she is 
not qualified to have a fleet, Secretary 
Knox, testifying before a Senate Commit- 
tee, this week declared that we will “ut- 
terly destroy the Japanese fleet” before 
the war ends and “probably impose upon 
her that she’ll never have another fleet.” 

Declaring that the United States would 
have a large share in the job of policing 
the Pacific after the war's end, the Navy 
Secretary advocated adequate bases in 
the area, and added: “We've expended 
our own money on these bases, and I can 





readily imagine that a group of Amer- 
icans sitting at the peace table could 
make a very strong case for retaining 
those bases.”

Review of the War 


The “brilliant victory” of General 
Douglas MacArthur’s airmen over a 
formidable Japanese flotilla in the Bis- 
marck Sea this week was cited by Un- 
der Secretary of War Patterson as an 
indication of the part which Army and 
Navy planes are destined to play in the 
fortunes of this war. 

Citing General MacArthur’s statement 
that the Bismarck Sea defeat must be 
considered a “severe reverse” for the Jap- 
anese, and one which disrupts their plans 
for action in the South Pacific, Judge 
Patterson pointed out that 22 Japanese 
vessels, including warships .and troop- 
ships, were sunk or left in a sinking po- 
sition by attacking Allied planes with 
the loss of 15,000 Jap troops, while 55 
Jap planes were shot down in combat, 
as compared with our loss of four planes. 
Judge Patterson stated the engagement 
consisted entirely of air action against 
Japanese planes and surface vessels. 

In a general summary of action on war 
fronts, Judge Patterson stated that news 
from Tunisia continued to be favorable, 
and that the fact that Allied forces have 
regained much of the ground lost in the 
initial phase of the fighting is causing 
evident concern to the Germans. The 
“vigor and persistence” of Allied counter- 
attacks is being met by the Germans with 
attacks aimed to slow the Aliied advance, 
and with the use of such devices as 
“booby traps.” The “outlook for increas- 
ingly sharp fighting in Tunisia,” the Un- 
der Secretary stated, “‘is becoming more 
evident.” 

Round-the-clock bombing raids against 
Axis installations in Europe, and the re- 
cent bombing attack on Berlin undoubt- 
edly have had a pointed psychological 
effect on the morale of the German peo- 
ple, Judge Patterson stated, pointing out 
that raids against German submarine 
bases, while having no immediate effect 
in the battle against the sub menace, can- 
not be overlooked as being of importance 
in reducing submarine warfare within 
the next few months. 

Although the Russian advance has been 
slowed by stiffened resistance on the part 
of the Germans, and because of supply 
difficulties, Mr. Patterson stated, bitter 
fighting continues along the entire east- 
ern front, and it is probable that the 
Russian advance will be slowed down by 
the spring thaw rather than by German 
resistance. 

He stated that it was a “source of sat- 
isfaction” to know that in the current 
land offensive launched by the Japanese 
in China, the American fliers are attack- 
ing in the air in support of our Chinese 
allies on the ground.
